THE IRISH ‘DiscussfoN. IN 
THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
&R. CLANCY CHARGES THE GOVERNMENT 

WITH SLIGHTING IRISH INTERESTS— 
SIR CHARLES DILKE IN LONDON. 
Lonpoy, Sept. 15.—Mr. J. J. Clancy, (Par- 
nellite,) member for North Dublin, arose in his 
place in the House of Commons this evening and 
charged the Government with refusing to pay 
the slightest attention to the Irish members 


when they urged remedies for the local griev- | 


ances of the people of Ireland. Lord Randolph 
Churehill replied that the accusation was un- 
founded. He declared that the Government 
WSS eager to remedy ‘every reasonable Irish 
grievance,” and intended for that purpose 
to. develop the functions of. the © local 
Government boards and the Board of 
Works in accordance, if possible, with the views 
of the Irish members. Tho Government, he 
added, would make proposals to Parliament at 
the earliest moment possible for placing all 


questions of local government and public works 
in Ireland in the hands of the Irish people, and. 
therefore he aoe it would be no more than 
fair to give the Government time to develop 
these intended measures, instead of protracting 
the business before the House by enforcing the 
discussion of details with constant repeti- 
tion of every imaginable grievance which 
Irishmen might have. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, also complained 
of the constant reiteration of the same subjects 
inthe debate. He was, he said, unable to con- 
ceive why this was done unless it was for the 
purpose of wasting time. Mr. Clancy again arose 
und responded that no one had asked the Govy- 
ernment to complete hastily, or to complete at 
sey proposals for local goverument in Ire- 
aud, 


Lord Randolph Churchill, freplying to the 
Directors of the Scottish Protestant Alliance, 
who recently severely criticised his answer to 
their remonstrance against the appointment of 
Mr. Matthews, a Roman Catholic, to the Home 
Secretaryship, says he must decline to enter the 
field of polemic theology in regard to the position 
of Catholics in a Protestant State. He adds that 
if the views of the Alliance were pushed to a log- 
ical conclusion they would involve the repeal of 
ali those acts of Parliament removing the polit- 
ival disabilities of Catholics, and the re-enactment 
of penal laws, which a vast majority of the 
British people are anxious to forget. 

A correspondent writes to the Times in refer- 
ence to the resolution of the Limerick branch of 
the National League expressing sympathy with 
Daly, the dynamiter, whom the resolution de- 
seribes as “dying in a British dungeon.” The 
correspondent reminds the Times that when 
Daly was arrested “there were found in his 
house in Birmingham letters from Brennan, 
whieh proved that it was Daly’s purpose to ob- 
tain admission to the strangers’ gallery in the 
House of Commons to throw a bomb on the 
table during debate, the Parnellites, of course, 
to receive caution beforehand .to absent them- 
selves on the occasion. If,’ continues the 
correspondent, ‘‘ Daly’s purpose had been.suc- 
cessfully carried out, every leading statesman 
in the House of Commons on both sides, includ- 
ing Mr. Gladstone, would have been killed.” 

Sir Charles Dilke has returned to London. It 
is already announced that he will re enter public 
life as the proprietor and editor of a London 
ilaily newspaper. The Pall Mall Gazette is indig- 
nant at Sir Charles’s hardihood, and publishes an 
article calling upon the Queen ‘‘to vindicate the 
purity of English homes and the sanctity of the 
judicial oath, and remove Sir Charles Dilke’s 
name from the roll of the Privy Council.” 

Advices trom Apia state that after the depart- 
nre of the last of the men-of-war which had re- 
cently visited the Samoan Islands the rival na- 
tive Kings renewed their civil wars. 

The American yacht Norseman sailed from 
Cowes for New-York yesterday. 

LONDON, Sept. 16.—It is now understood 
that after further talk on the appropriations for 
the Irish constabulary the Parnellites will cease 
their exhausting labors tm debate; and that the 
remaining appropriations will be rapidly passed. 
it is expected that the diseussion of the 
Supply bill will be finished on Saturday night, 
aud that Mr. Parnell’s Land -bili will be dis- 
cussed on Monday anda division be taken at a 
late hour on. Tuesday. Parliament will probably 
be prorogued a week from Saturday.

JUSTIN _ M’CARTHY’S FAREWELL. 
A LECTURE BEFORE EM- 


BE DELIVERS 
BARKING FOR AMERICA. 


LIVERPOOL, Sept. 15.—Mr. Justin Mc- 
Carthy delivered a farewell lecture here to-night 
on the eve of- his departure for America. There 
was a large attendance. Mr. McCarthy had for 
Lis subject “‘The Irish Cause of To-day.” He 
said the cause of Ireland had of late made re- 
markable strides. Mr. Parnell had opened up an 
eutirely new chapter in the history of the Irish 
strugule for legislative independence. [Cheers.] 
Success was within sight; it was hardly a 
question of years, but rather «a ques- 
tion of months. he most cloguent of 
knglish orators, the most. gifted of 
English statesmen, Gladstone, was now the 
leader of the home rule cause, and behind him 
was the great English democratic party. Only 
some strange, uuparalleled, fatal mistake by the 
[rish a could prevent success, and please 
Heaven, they would not make such mistake. 
(Applause.} ‘*‘ The test ofa true Irishman is,” 
acid Mr. McCarthy, * is he a home ruler ?” 
aren, he continued, did not ask to dissolve 

artuership with Great Britain; they only 
fneigted upon their right of yovern- 
ing themselves, Irishmen were tired 
aud sick of being enemies of England, es- 
pevially as English friends had so suddeuly and 
nobly risen to a sense of their duty toward Lre- 
land, [{Applause.] He said he was not going to 
America on a political mission, He had heard, 
jowever, that educated Americans did not be- 
lieve. in home rule, and he would try to find 
shem out. He thought that on his return he 
would be able to give a list of them in 
a. very small compass indeed. He hoped 
to return in time to take part in the 
great struggle which would begin in the next 
session of Parliament and which would lead to 
the complete and consumma‘e success of the 
Irish cause. [Applause.] Theirs wus the cause 
of civilization, enlightenment, progress, and hu- 
munity, and under God’s Providence it could not 
possibly fail to eet with success. At the close 
of his speech Mir. McCarthy was loudly ap- 
ylauded. 


THE POWERS AND BULGARIA. 
PROGRESS TOWARD AN AMICABLE SET- 
TLEMENT OF THE DISPUTE. 

Lonpon, Sept. 15.—A dispatch from 
Vienna to the Times says that Count Kalnoky, 
Austrian Minister for Foreign Affairs, has re- 
turned to Vienna from Gastein furnished with 
the rudiments of an entente cordiaie between the 
three Emperors on the Bulgarian question. at 
Jeast so far as the immediate future js con- 
cerned. *“ Russia,” the dispatch rays, ** recog~ 
nizes the European character of the Bulgaman 
question, while laying stress upon her special 
futerests in Bulgaria.” 

The railway service between Adrianople and 
Sofia Las been resumed. 

The ides of huidiug a conference of the powers 
at Constantinople to consider the Buigarian 
-qtiestion is ripemng. 

Viexna, Sept. 15.— The Political Corre- 
spondence suys that Gen, Baron Kaulbars, mili- 
tary attaché of the Russian Embassy at Vienna, 
who was summoned from Galicia while attend- 
jug the Austrian military mancuvres, to Brest- 
Litoosk. Poland, by the Czar last week, has been 
appointed Russian diplomatic agent at Sofia. 
if so the appointment must %e considered sig- 
nificant, as Gen. Kaulbars is admittedly the best 
informed foreigner living concerning the mili- 
tary affairs of Austria. 

Dispatches from Brest-Litoosk say that the 
Russian military manteuvres, which have been 
attended ny the Czar there, have concluded, the 
closing drill having been a grand march by all 
the troops past the Czsr. 

St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 15.—Gen. Kaulbars 
has started for Sofia. 


LONDON, Sept. 16.—The Bulgarian Gov- 
ernment has sent a note to the authorities at 
Constantinople demanding the recall of Mgr. 
Clement, Metropolitan of Tirnova, who was at 
$he head of the revolutionary Government. 


BRITISH PLANS IN EGYPT. 

Paris, Sept. 15.—The République Fran- 
gaise: publishes 2 telegram from London which 
states that * England meditates a grand coup 
@état and will probably proclaim Egypt.a Brit- 
ish possession. She will, however,” adds the 
République Frangaise, “do nothing until she has 
a sufficient force at Alexandria.”

Vienna, Sept. 15.—Six persons died from 
cholera in Trieste during the 24 hours ending 
yesterday, and two died in Pesth. Inthe former 


city 16 new cases of cholera were reported and 
in Pesth 6, 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 15.—Turkey has 
ordered the establishment of a five days’ quar- 


antine against all arrivals from ports on the 
Danube, because of the existence of cholera in 
Buda-Pesth. 


Rome, Sept. 15.—The cholera returns for 
the whole of Italy for the 24 hours ending yes- 
terday are: Torre dell’ Annunziata, 12 new cases 
and 3 deaths; Manfredonia, 15 new cases and 6 
deaths; all the other infected districts, 35 new 
cases and 19 deaths. ‘ 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
Paris, Sept. 15.—The Defense says that 
the Pope, in deference to the wishes of French 


Catholics, has postponed the dispatch of a Legate 
to China. 


BERLIN, Sept. 15.—For their services in 
connection with the Jubilee Exhibition at the 
Academy of Arts, Emperor William has con- 
ferred the gold medal of Art upon Messrs. Mil- 
lais, Herkomer, aud Ouless and the small gold 


medal on Sir John Giibert, George Richmond, 
Thornycraft, and Andrew Reid. 


StTrasBurqQ, Sept. 15.—Emperor William 
was unable to attend the German military man- 
muvres here to-day. He was compelled by ex- 
haustion to remain at home. 


VIENNA, Sept. 15.—The suspension bridge 
over the Ostrawitza River, in the town of 
Ostrau, in Moravia, collapsed to-day while 
a squadron of Ublans were riding across. The 
Uhlans and a number of spectators, who were on 
the bridge watching the soldiers, were ail pre- 
cipitated into the river. Seven persons were in- 
stantly killed, one of whom was a Uhlan, and 
many were seriously injured. All the injured 
Were recovered from the river. 


MELBOURNE, Sept. 15.—Exciting reports 
have been received here of arbitrary French 
action in the New-Hebrides. The Rev. Mr. Mac- 
Presbyterian Missionary at Havan- 
nah Harbor, inaletter to Lieut. Marx, of the 
British gunboat Swinger, says that the French 
Hebrides Company have seized the lands of the 
native Christian Mission, alleging prior title, and 
that the French commandant threatened the 
natives with armed force if they resisted. The 
company also claims lands of other British sub- 
jects. Mr. Macdonald asserts that the French 
practically exercise sovereignty over the 
islands. A collision between the natives aud 
the French is imminent. Threats have been 
mie against Mr. Macdonald and native Chris- 
tians, and he demands assistance from the Eng- 
lish squadron. The Premiers of the Australian 
colonies are about to hold a conference to con- 
sider the situation. 


DUBLIN, Sept. 15.—Mr. Augustin Daly’s 
company appeared here again to-night, and met 
with a cordial reception. 

The Albert Bridge, spanning the Lagan River 
at Belfast, collapsed to-day. Twenty persons 
were thrown into the river, four of whom were 
drowned. 


MADRID, Sept. 15.—A telegram from Elo- 
bey, on the west coast of Africa, reports con- 
flicts between Spaniards and Frenchmen owing 
to the hoisting of the French flag alongside of 
the Spanish flag on some west coast territory. 

According to the latest advices.the natives on 
the left bank of the Muni River, opposite Fer- 
nando Po, hoisted a Spanish flag, and a Span- 
ish gunboat was sent to protect it. The 
authorities of the French colony of Gaboon there- 
upon also dispatched a gunboat to the spot, 
the Captain having instructions to claim 
the Muni country as French teriitory. The two 
gunbeats met. Tho Frenchmen wanted to hoist 
the French Dag, bus the Spaniards announced 
that they would tight before they would allow 
the French colors to be raised. . The Frenchmen 
then made a formal protest against the action of 
the Spaniards. 


RoME, Sept. 15.—The Diocese of Albany, 
N. Y., has been divided. The new episcopal seat 
will be at Syracuse, with the Very Rev. P. A. 
Ludden as Bishop. The Territory of Utah has 
been erected into a Vicariate-Apostolic, with the 
Very Rey. L. Scanlan as Vicar. 


TURIN, Sept. 15.—The Congress of Ameri- 
canists opened here to-day. The Prefect and 
Mayor of Turin and anumber of Congressmen 
were present. The Duke of Aosta represented 
King Humbert. The Mayor welcomed the Con- 
gressmen. President Fabretti, Secretary Cora, 
and delegates from Denmark, Spain, and France 
made appropriate speeches. North and South 
America, Belgium, Germany, England, Portugal, 
Russia, and Egypt are also represented. "Lo- 
morrow the Congressmen will ascend Mount 
Superga by the Funicular Railway.

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CHARLESTON SHAKEN AGAIN 


A PERCEPTIBLE SHOCK THAT 
DID NO DAMAGE. 
THE WORK OF REBUILDING THE CITY 
GOING BRAVELY ON—RELIEF POUR- 
ING STEADILY IN. 


CuarEston, S. C., Sept. 15. — Shortly 
after 2 o’clock this morning there was a reour- 
rence of the earthquake disturbances. The shock 
was severe enough to be felt by nearly every 
one and excited some alarm, although it did no 
damage. At Summerville there wero several 
shocks last night, the shock at 2 o’clock this 
morning being severe enough to rattle the 
glasses in the cupboards and to shake down a 
stove pipe in one of the residences. 

The people, however, are getting used to the 
sensation, and although they do not like it they 
are going ahead with rebuilding their homes. 
In Charleston the work of removing the wreck 
is already beginning to tell. Yesterday the Gov- 
ernment Engineers inspected and passed upon 
43 public buildings and private residences, and 
to-day an equal number of houses were exam- 
ined and wholly or partly condemned. The Sub- 
Committee of Inspection have in the past four 
days carefully examined 301 buildings in Ward 
Two. Of this number 5 were entirely demol- 
ished, 57 were referred to the United States 


Engineers as probaly unsafe, and 269 were 
damaged more or less, but are habitable and safe. 
The work of pulling down the massive vorch 
of St. Michael’s began to-day, and Mr. Dever- 
eaux with a large force of hands is trying to 
shore up the Custom House porches until the 
stones can be taken down one by one. The in- 
specting engineers have performed their duties 
without partiality, and are determined that no 
building shall be allowed to stand which endan- 
= human life. Their thorough investigations 
ave established the correctness of even the 
largest estimates of losses that have been made. 
At the meeting of the City Council Mayor 
Courtenay commented with some severity upon 
the statements of the Herald’s correspondent 
and said: ‘“ The first paper that I read in New- 
York after I landed was the Herald and in it I 
found a dispatch from Charleston representing 
a condition vf things here which I confess sur- 
prised me very much. It was to the effect that 
the City Government was inetticient and the po- 
lice demoralized. Wnen I came home I founda 
that the publication in the Herald was the worst 
slander Lever read. Icame home to find that 
everything intelligent business men could do had 
been done at the proper time, and had been done 
efficiently. Icame hometo find that the Act- 
ing Mayor had been ceaseless night and 
day in the discharge of his duties, and that so 
far as the report reflecting on the management 
of municipal affairs was concerned it was simply 
a gratuitous and uncalled-for slander. I make 
this statement because in my absence this great 
calamity has come unexpectedly and because I 
fail to find in any single particular that anythin 
has been neglected or passed over that migh 
have been done fur the general welfare. As to 
the different departments of the City Govern- 
ment, I am sure that no City Government in the 
United States hasever madea record equal to it.” 

Similar statements were made in other North- 
ern papers, and it is perhaps sufficient to say 
that Mayor Courtenay was not here and that the 
correspondents were, and that if Mayor Cour- 
tenay had been in Charleston at the time of the 
earthquake there would have been no cause for 
complaint. 

While the — mind is directed to the study 
of earthquakes it may be well to know that in 
Abbeville County, eight to twelve miles from 
Ninety Six, there have been strange and unac- 
countable noises for the last flve months, or per- 
haps longer. Henry J. Kinard wrote to Spar- 
tanburg some time in May, stating the fact and 
asking for an explanation. He came here in 
August and stated that the noises coutinued and 
could not be explained. It was eagpested that 
it was either blasting or the running of trains 
on the railroads. He said that they had thought 
of all these things, but the noises did not pro- 
ceed from any such causes. Many were heard 
over an area of eight or ten square miles. No 
special excitement was caused, and ony a pass- 
ing inquiry was made. They were evidently of 
subterranean origin, such as they have in earth- 
quake regions. 

Mr. Sloan, special agent. of the United States 
Geological ar ee: found a fissure yesterday On 
the line of the Charleston and Savannah Rail- 
way, 25 miles from Charleston, 2,000 feet long 
and 319,inches wide. : 

The erm one to the relier fund are coming 
in steadily. The receipts to-day were $60,000. 
Gen. Lucius Fairchild and Col. Grey, of Madison, 
Wis.,the representatives of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, who came to Charieston to investigate 
the sitmation, and who have issued an appeal to 
the Grand Army posts for help, left for Rich- 
mond, Va., to-day. They will have a reception 
at Richmond, will then go to Washington, and 
from there to New-York, holding a conference 
with the Grand Arny posts in each of 
these cities. After returning to Madison they 
will issue a circular to the several Grand Army 
Departments, calling for contributions. Before 
leaving to-day Gen. Fairchild said that after 
further investigation, and a full talk with the 
Government engineers, he was satisfied that the 
condition of things in Charleston is such as to 
demand prompt and liberal relief. He did not 
believe that anybody here was in danger of 
starvation, but he was convinced that the neces- 
sity for relief was immediate aud urgent. 

Gen. W. 8S. Crawford having tiuished his in- 
vestigation of the earthquake losses in Charles- 
tou left for Philadelphia to-night. He spoke to- 
day in the most complimentary way of the effi- 
ciency of the City Government, and particularly 
of the precautions taken to establish proper sani- 
tary regulations. He is oppressed with the sense 
that the great burden of distress had fallen upon 
the owners of small pieces of property. As to 
assistance in that direction, he feels thatitis a 
painful and immediate necessity. When he 
reaches home he will try te arouse bis comrades 
to contribute as generously as possible to the 
Grand Army fund. He thinks it an auspicious 
circumstance that so powerful an organization 
has interested itself In Charleston, and feels that 
it will result in much practical good.

CIVIL SERVICE AFFAIRS. 


A NEW PLAN OF PROMOTION—THE 
CHARGES AGAINST MR. PARKER. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—A plan of pro- 
motion has been prepared by the Civil Service 
Commissioners, and will probably be submitted 
to the President for his approval soon after his 
return from the Adirondacks. It contemplates 
the formation of Boards of Promotion in each 
department in Washington, to be assisted by an 
auxiliary number from each bureau, to whom 
applications and candidates for promotion are to 
be presented. Applicants are to be subjected to 


practical examinations, and are to be rated and 
marked after examination and certified for pro- 
motion four at a time, justas candidates who are 
successful in the primary examinations before 
the commission. e heads of bureaus or divi- 
sions are to have the privilege of marking tho 
papers of candidates as to efficiency. _ Attention 
was directed in April last by a member of the 
Board of Departmental Examiners to the fact 
that afew of the 14 examiners on the official 
list were marking all the papers and passing upon 
them, and that the excuse was made by most of 
the examiners that they could not attend to 


their official duties and find time to mark” 


examination papers. The roposition will 
be made to have a oard of one 
member from each department to be constantly 
employed in marking papers, some of which a 
year old and not yet marked up are in the office 
of the Commissioners. It is in contemplation to 
have this proposed board mark all papers, not 
only for the aepartment but for the Customs and 
Postal Service, so as to insure perfect impartial- 
ity by having them judged by absolute strangers 
and persons who will soon become experts in 
discriminating between papers. 

On Aug. 16 charges were preferred against 
Mr. A. D. Parker, secretary to Collector Hedden, 
at New-York, by Mr. David Thom, with the 
specification that Mr. Parker had refused to con- 
sider his ———, for an appointment and had 
queeee him with a view to sounding him bo 
litically. Upon examination it was found that 
Mr. Thom maintained that Mr. Parker had re- 
ferred him to Police Justice Murray, while Mr. 
Parker declared that he only asked Mr. Thom if 
he knew Police Justice Murray. Commissioner 
Oberly has dismissed the case, as he does not 
see that Thom sustained hischarge.

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


WESTERN DELEGATES TO MEET IN PITTS- 
BURG FOR CONSULTATION. 

PitTsBurG, Sept. 15.—About a month ago 
circulars were sent out from this city by leading 
Knights of Labor addressed to Western delegates 
to the Richmond Convention, inviting them to 
stop over in Pittsburg on their way South and 
hold a caucus and map out a line of policy to be 
pursued in the convention. It was learned to- 
day that nearly all of the persons addressed had 
responded favorably. The caucus will be held 
three or four days before the Richmond meeting. 


At this gathering the status of the Home Club in 
New-York will be considered and steps taken to 
neutralize its inflUence at Richmond. Some say 
a resolution of expulsion willbe drawn up and 
members of that caucus pledged to support it on 
the floor of the convention. Several other im- 
portant matters will also be considered which 
are indicated in the following statement by Mas- 
ter Workinan Lawn to THE TLMES’s correspondent 
this evening: 

“Some of the most prominent members of the 
order in the country will be present at the cau- 
cus. It is quite probable that they will unite on 
Powderly for re-election as General Master 
Workman.

THE AQUEDUCT MANAGERS | 


ENTIRELY REORGANIZING THE 
COMMISSION. 

GEN. NEWTON’S PROPOSITIONS FOR THE 
CHANGE ALL ADOPTED DESPITE THE 
ANGRY OPPOSITION OF MR. FISH. 

Gen. John Newton, the Commissioner of 

Public Works, yesterday succeeded, with tiie aid 

of Messrs. Spencer, Dowd, and Baldwin, of the 

Aqueduct Commission, and against the senilo 

absurdities put forth by Adolescent Minnow 

Fish, Jr., and the adroit moves of Messrs. 

Barnes and Ridgway, in practically taking the 

management of the new aqueduct work out of 

the hands of the jobbing political clique foisted 
upon the city by Gov. Hill a short time ago. 

The reorganization was effected without any 

previous notice having been given to the late 

controllers of the commission, but the scheme 
called forth a sneering kind of a personal debate 
between the adolescent member and the digni- 
tied and courteous President of the commission. 

The proposition of Gen. Newton was embodied 
in six amendments to the by-laws. The amend- 
ments were not presented until the commission 
was about to adjourn upon motion of Mr. Barnes. 

Before putting the question on this motion 

President Spencer asked the Commissioner of 

Public Works it he had anything to offer, and 

Gen. Newton in reply fished out of his coattail 

pocket a somewhat crumpled type-written docu- 

ment, which he handed to Mr. Spencer, who 
passed it over to the Secretary, Mr. Sheehan. 

The amendments to the by-laws practically pro- 


vided for re-establishing the old control over the 
aqueduct work. It nullitied the scheme of re- 
organization carried through some weeks 

by the new Commissioners with the aid of the 
officially defunct Rollin M. Squire and re-created 
tho office of pope Chief Engineer, which had 
been abolished by the old combination. It was 
also provided in Gen. Newton's plan that the 
Committee on Construction should consist of 
three instead of four members of the commis- 
sion, and that a Committee on Real Estate, to 
consist of three members, should also be con- 
stituted. The members of both these committees 
were to be elected by ballot immediately upon 
the adoption of the amendments. Several minor 
amendments were also proposed changing the 
phraseology of certain by-laws to conform to the 
amended ones. 

The adolescent statesman from the country 
could scarcely contain himself as the beauties of 
Gen. Newton's plan of reorganization unfolded 
themselves to his keenly attentive intellect. He 
stretched his legs under the meeting table, toyed 
nervously with his blonde mustache, and looked 
frowningly ata portrait of ex-Speaker Husted 
which he hasin his watch charm. He wanted 
todo something, but was apparently afraid of 
being a little ridiculous; 50 he allowed Mr. Ridg- 
way to movethat the amendments be referred 
to the Committee on By-laws. 

“ T hope not,’’ quietly remarked Gen. Newton; 
“ we ought to act on this matter now.” 

Mr. Fish falteringly moved that the commis- 
sion go into executive session. 

“‘ There’s no need of that,” suavely replied Gen. 
Newton. 

“ But as a matter of courtesy I ask it,” gently 
suggested Mr. Ridgway. 

A copy of the by-laws was produced, and Presi- 
dens Spencer said that while, according to 
them, an executive session could be had upon 
the call of the President or any three members 
of the commission, he would rule that a eal! for 
an executive session while a matter was pend- 
ing before an open session was not in order. 
Mr. Ridgway then insisted upon his motion that 
reference should be ordered to the Committee on 
By-laws. President Spencer, however, decided 
that Gen. Newton’s motion to adopt the amend- 
ments should be acted upon first. Subsequently, 
however, on motion of Mr. Fish, it was agreed to 
vote on each proposition separately. 

Mr. Ridgway then tried his hand at asking 
questions of Gen. Newton, and got neatly 
suubbed for his pains. He first asked of the 
Geveral whether the changes suomitted had 
been agreed upon after a conference with the 
Chief Engineer. The answer was that there had 
been no conference with the Chief Engineer. 

“Then, Sir,” asked the irrepressible Ridgway, 
‘‘did you hold.a conference on this subject with 
any of the Commissioners %” 

“Thave already answered one of your ques- 
tions,” coldly returned Gen. Newton. “I don’t 
propose to answer all the questions you may 
wish to ask me.” . 

“ Thave a perfect right to ask the question,” 
retorteit Mr. Ridgway. 

“And [have aright to decline to answer it,” 
returned the General. 

Mr. Fish observed that he wanted at least 24 
hours toexamine the document submitted by 
Gen. Newton. Nobody a his plea for 
delay except Mr. Barnes and Mr. Ridgway. He 
then irrelevantly moved that all persons appoint- 
ed under the by-laws should be citizens of the State 
of New-York. Although all the Conunissioners 
agreed that the amendment offered by the adules- 
cent member was not germane to the questionit 
was determined to take a vote on the question 
as a means of at least temporarily keeping Mr. 
Fish quiet. Messrs. Dowd, Newton, und Bald- 
win voted against the proposition of Mr. Fish 
and Messrs. Fish, Barnes, and Ridgway in favor 
ofit. President Svencer did not vote. It was 
thus defeated. Instead of the kindly indulgence 
of his colleagues resulting in quieting the Put- 
nam County statesman, it made him more talka- 
tive than ever. Me became involved in a wrangle 
with the President of the commission imunedi- 
ately. He had leuned over, after the vote was 
announced, to make some remark to the Presi- 
dent, whose heal was turned away from him. 
The next thing the Commissioners and specta- 
tors saw was Mr. Fish gyrating around and 
thumping the table much stronger than he was 
talking. 

“IT want to ask the President a question,” he 
shouted, and thumped the table some more. 

“When the President gets through with a mo- 
tion that has been made he will auswer you,” 
calmly replied Mr. Spencer. 

“Do you decline to answer my question ?” 
wildly shouted Mr. Fish. 

“I do at this time, Sir,” determinedly answered 
the President. 

“Then you'll wait until I get ready to put my 
question,” was the meaningless retort of Mr. Fish. 

“T won't listen tov you now, Sir,” repeated Mr. 
Spencer. “When we get through with a motion 
just made by Mr. Kidgway then I wiil hear what 
you have to say.” 

“I want no gag law here,” angrily declared 
Mr. Fish. 

Nobody found fault with Mr. Fish so long as 
he only talked to himself, and when ho began to 
do so Mr, Ridgway repeated his motion that the 
tirst of the amendwents to the by-laws presented 
by Gen. Newton, providing for a reorganization 
of the engineering corps, be laid on the table for 
one week. This motion really gave rise tv the 
tirst test vote. Gen. Newton and Messrs, Spen- 
cer, Dowd, and Baldwin voted against the mo- 
tion, and Messis. Barnes, Ridgway, and Fish 
in favor of it. The amendment as first sub- 
mitted by Gen. Newton was adopted by the 
votes of Messrs. Spencer, Dowd, Baldwin, and 
the Commissioner of Public Works. 

The amendment providing for the re-establish- 
ment of the office of Deputy Chief Engineer was 
then taken up. Gen. Newton cogently showed 
that at present there was no one who would be 
authorized to take the place of Chief Engineer 
Church if the latter should happen to beill. Mr. 
Barnes wanted the matter referred to the Coumu- 
mittee on By-laws, but his motion was defeated 
by the vote of 4to 3. The announcement of the 
vote angered Mr. Fish apparently beyond en- 
durance. ,

President Spencer arose from his chair and 
stood looking firmly at Mr. Fish.

A TOWN BADLY DAMAGED. 
BROOKLYN, IOWA, NEARLY SWEPT AWAf 
BY FIRE. 

BrRookiyn, Iowa, Sept. 15.—About 9 
o’clock this morning fire broke out iu the eleva- 
tor alongside of the railroad truck and quickly 
spread west. The department being unable to 
keep it under control it soon reached the Skinner 
House, the largest hotel in the city, and the in- 
habitants became panic-stricken. Help was tele- 


graphed for to Grinnell and Marengo, and after 
some delay their engines arrived and were of 
much help in subduing the fire. The whole 
block where a great part of the best business 
houses are situated is a mass of ruins. The 
Chronicle office is a total loss, and also the other 
newspaper office. Des Moines was sent to for 
aid during the height:of the fire, but the help 
from the other towns sufficed, and the order was 
countermanded. The totul loss will not fall short 
of $75,000. 

‘The following are the heavy losers: Drs. Con- 
away and Bushby’s ottice, the Post Office, Pbil- 
lips’s store, the Chronicle Building, seed store, 

olmes’s lumber yard and office, Smith’s shoe 
shop, Holmes’s elevator, Smith’s jewelry store, 
Talbot’s law office, Thomas’s grocery store, 
Slaber’s barness shop, Dr. Carder’s office, Dr, 
Trislor’s ottice, Givens's agricultural implemen? 
and grain office, Davidson's agricultural depot, 
the First National Bank, Rolland’s barber shop, 
Jones's residence, Holmes’s two tenement houses, 
and the Powesheik County Bauk, Sharp’s agri- 
cultural implements store, Rolan’s store and 
household goods, Jones & Co.’3 furniture store, 
and Stephenson’s building. 

The people are completely dazed and seem not 
to fully realize the extent of their loss. The out- 
look is dark iudeed, after a season of drought and 
hard times, but Brookiyn will be rebuilt. Over 
half the business buildings are destroyed. Mayor 
Flock, H. G. Cummings, and T. G. Holmes have 
been prostrated by the heat and are in a critical 
condition.

DR. CREILLY TO RESIGN. 
A NEW TREASURER FOR THE IRISH NAF 
TIONAL LEAGUE. 

CuicaGo, Sept. 15.—A report is current 
here that the Rev. Dr. O’Reilly, of Detroit, is 
about to resign the Treasurership of the Irish 
National League, and that the Rev. Maurice J. 
Dorney, of St. Gabriel’s Church, at the Stock 
Yards, will be selected by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the League to succeed him. It is 
understood that Dr. O’Reilly’s resignation is due 
to the action of w recent cvouference of the 
clergy of the Detroit diocese, held at Sandwich, 
Ontario, which adopted among other rules the 
following: 


“No pees in our diocese is permitted to hold a 
political office of any kind, nor an office in 2 society 
or association of a purely political aim or purpose, 
and if any priest at this present time holds such az 
office he shall forthwith resign and forward the evi- 
dence of having given up and entirely relinquished 
such office to the ve within one month from 
this 19th day of August, 1886.” 

The Irish National League has certainly polit- 
ical aims and purposes, aud the Rev. Dr. O'Reilly 
cannot therefore continue to act In the capacity 
of Treasurer. Indeed, it is hinted that the rule 
which was adopted Aug. 19, about the time he

WEAKENED BY DISSENSION 


INHARMONIOUS FAOTIONS IN 
THE OLAN-NA-GAEL. 

fHE CAUSES WHICH ARE THREATENING 

THE EXISTENCE OF THIS SECRET 
IRISH ORGANIZATION HERE. 


There was a disposition among those in 
this city who are interested in the Irish cause to 
appear skeptical about the stories of dissensions 
in the Clan-na-Gael. Miles M. O’Brien, Michael 
D. Gallagher, Dr. Dwyer, and others who were 
reputed as having been present at the meeting 
in Irving Hall Monday night of 11 camps of the 
organization deny that they were there. Tho 
two last named also asseft that they are not 
members of the organization. Mr. Gallagher said 
that he believed the report about the meeting 
was a huge joke, which had behind it, however, 
& purpose to stir up discord and confusion among 
the friends of Ireland’s freedom. Mr. O’Brien 
said, when asked about the meeting: “I am in 
full sympathy with Mr. Parnell and with every 
move ho has made, and will give him évery sup- 
portIcan. The organizations here in America 
are merely auxiliaries whose work is to aid with 
money and moral support what may be decided 
en by the people of Ireland themselves. Any 


manon this side of the ocean who assumes to 
dictate what policy shail be pursued there is ei- 
ther a knave or a fool.” 

Notwithstanding all positive and evasive de- 
nials, men who are well informed about the 
order persist in the assertion that it is on the 

oint of disintegration. The organization in the 

nited States numbers nearly 18,000 members. 
Few of the middle or Jower class of Irish-Amer- 
icans belong toit. It is strongest in Brooklyn, 
and then follow in the order of strength, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia, New-York, San Francisco, 
Troy, Albany, Scranton, Pittsburg, Cohoes, Bos- 
ton, Louisville, and Denver. In Canada there 
are 4,000 members, in England 35,000, and in 
Ireland 60,000, It was formed from the ashes 
ef the organization which directed the in- 
vasion of Canada and the rising in Ireland 
in 1867. It is said that John Devoy brought 
over the order for its formation, and he was for 
along time prominent in its councils. Its aims 
are to free Ireland by the sword, and the use of 
dynamite is discountenanced. During its ex- 
istence nearly half a million dollars have been 
raised by monthly contributions of 10 cents 
from each member, which has gone to the Ex- 
ecutive Board, where all trace of if has been lost 
by the individual members and camps. This Ex- 
ecutive Board, which consists of a Chief, Secre- 
tary, and Treasurer, is a mysterious body 
known only to a few persons, who are chosen 
by *‘ district members,” the latter being chosen 
and only known to the “ Seniors,” (heads of the 
camps.) The Senior is the only officer in any 
way concerned in the election of the Governing 
Board who is known to the members, and it is 
an offense punishable with peremptory expul- 
sion by the Chief Executive for any member to 
know any officer other than his Senior. Besides 
the regular tund, there is a contingent fund 
raised by picnics, balls, &c., which has also 
amounted to nearly $500,000. 

It was over this contingent fund that the 
trouble first began. A call was made for it some 
six or seven years ago, and the camp, which is 
believed to be the Sarsfield Camp, to which Miles 
M. O’Brien belonged, and of which he was the 
Senior, refused to forward its money and insisted 
on knowing what was being done with the funds. 
Mr. O’Brien and his camp were suspended by 
the executive without ceremony, ag were also 
several other clubs. Their friends kept up the 
fight for their reinstatement, but they were ex- 
pelled one by one until nearly all of them 
were out, and the prospect of their getting back 
looked hopeless. At last Peter Ryan led a revolt 
against the men who were in power, which re- 
sulted in Mr, O’Brien’s club and the others be- 
ing taken back, and the putting on the outside 
of John Devoy, John Breslin, and their friends. 
The latter have been steadily fighting since to 
get in, and itis said that the dissensions in the 
Land League Convention at Chicago were for the 
most part due to the discord in the Clan-na-Gael. 
Mr. O’Brien has been fighting, too. The Execu- 
tive is believed to be the Rev. George C. Betts, a 
Protestant clergyman of St. Louis, and he is said 
to be subservient to the wishes of Alexander 
Sullivan and his friends. 

Mr. O’Brien wants to know for what the money 
is being used. The only answer he and his 
friends can get is that arms have been pur- 
chased and buried in [reland and the good work 
is going on. They believe, however, that the 
money is being misappropriated, and some go so 
far as to charge treason on the part of some one 
inthe Executive Board. United States Secret 
Service Officer O’Conner about two years ago 
showed that he knew the name of every district 
member of the order, where all the arms had 
been buried, and how much money there was in 
each camp. The Rey. George C. Betts was said 
to be his informant. Among the sums paid to 
the Treasurer of the Clan-Na-Gael, was the 
famous missing “ skirmishing fund” collected by 
O'Donovan Rossa. For presuming to ask what 
had become of this fund, and persisting in his 
asking, Rossa was peremptorily expelled from 
the organization and denounced as a traitor. 

The Clan-na-Gael isnow splitinto three fac- 
tions, in one of which is Alexander Sullivan and 
Michael Boland; in another Miles M. O’Brien, 
Peter Ryan, Peter O’Toole, Waiter Murphy, E. J. 
Rowe, the Blaine leader, and Thomas J. Den- 
nehy, the Brooklyn politician; and in the third 
Dr. Wallace, Michael and John Breslin, and John 
Devoy. in the last year nearly 40 per cent. of 
the members have withdrawn or been expelled 
for talking of the organization in public, spies 
having heen sent around to barrooms to 
report those who spoke of the - doings 
of the organization in these places. 
Among those who withdrewwas Justice Andrew 
J. Walsh, of Brooklyn, who was at the time the 
chief of his camp. He said that he was dis- 
gusted with the rottenness of the concern. Be- 
fore leaving the room he was asked to take an 
oath that he would not reveal any of the secrets 
of the order. He refusedin vigorous language, 
and said that he did not consider that it had any 
secrets—that it was made up of politicians and 
‘“‘tarriers.” Dr. Gallagher, who is serving 
a life sentence, and others who were sent 
to England on “missionary work,’ have re- 
peatedly asserted that they were betrayed, 
and have accused some of the highest men in 
the order. There is a continual fight going on, 
and the members are accusing, each other per- 
petually with treachery. One of these counter- 
charges is,on the one side, that Sullivan and 
Others received money from the Republicans to 
secure help for Blaine, and on the other side that 
Carroll Dennehy and others were paid for help 
for Cleveland. 

About four months ago the head of the organi- 
zation, who is the editor of a paper published in 
Ireland and known all over the world, came here 
for the purpose of settling the disputes in the 
order in this country. His authority was dis- 
puted, and he went back without being able to 
accomplish anything,

Waco, Texas,. Sept. 15.—Oliver Gathens, 
colored, was induced yesterday to have his pho- 
tograph taken, and when finished the pictures 
will be sent to a friend in Chicago, who takes an 
interest in the man. If the Chicago papers 
should get hold of them Mrs. Lucy Parsons will 
look upon the face of her husband, whom she de- 
serted im Waco to become the mistress of Albert 
R. Parsons, the Anarchist. Oliver Gathens isa 
negro, not light-colored either, He says her ro- 
mantic story of her mother being an Indian 
Woman and her father a Mexican is false, and 
that she is in reality a mulatto, her mother being 
& negro and her father a white man. It was Oli- 
ver Gathens who first encouraged his wife to 
read, and not Parsons, and aspired to elevate her 
to as high a plane as was within his power. He 
soon found out, however, that Parsons was at- 
tracting her, attention and alienating her affec- 
tions. He says he once made up his mind to kill 
per. but thought better of it, not caring to risk

CONSUMPTION INCREASING, BUT PRICES 
GOING STEADILY DOWN.

during the month, in the aggregate and in detail 
of the several sources Of supply, compared with 
the figures of previous years, gives a very accu- 
rate idea of the growth and extent and nature 
of the traffic. 


The city received in August, 1886. of milk 
473,856 cans and of cream and condensed milk, 
18,683 cans, equivalent, counting four of full 
milk to one of cream or condensed, to 548,588 
cans of 40 quarts each. The receipts for August, 


1885, were 513,130 cans, giving an increase this 
year of 35,458 cans, or about 7 per cent. More 
than four-sevenths of the total supply comes 
from six southern tier counties of New-York and 
two border counties of New-Jersey. This ter- 
ritory also has of late years given nearly all of 
the gain required to keep ace with the in- 
creased consumption, and. it is to this territory 
that the metropolis must look in the future for 
supplying the growing wants of a larger popula- 
tion. The five railroad lines that drain the milk- 
producing territory in question return figures of 
August traffic as follows: a

The disparity in the gains of the several roads 
is noteworthy. While the Erie gains in round 
figures only a fraction over 1 per cent., the New- 
York City and Northern gains 3, the Ontario and 
Western 6, and the Susquehanna and Western 15 
per cent. 

The producer finds the cheering figures of gain 
in shipments offset by a marked depression of 
prices. The average price realized by the pro- 

ucer last month was 2% 3 cents a quart, as 
against 27, cents for August, 1885. 
The decline of Jo cent a quart means a 
shrinkage in the cash receipts of the producers 
of this territory for the month in question of 
over $60,000. Though the farmers find prices 
lower now than ever before in the 45 years’ his- 
tory of the Orange County milk traffic, the 
tendency still seems tobedownward. Contracts 
for supplying Winter’s milk—the season of higher 
prices—have been entered into in this section at 
21g cents a quart. The average price last Win- 
ter was 34g cents. The dairyman who raises his 
feed may sell milk at these prices with profit, 
but he who buys imported feeds can hardly fail 
to lose money.

DISAGREEMENT IN THE CASE OF THE 
CONEY ISLAND JOCKEY CLUB. 

Upon the opening of the Sessions Court in 
Brooklyn yesterday, in which the Coney Island 
Jockey Club has been on trial for alleged viola- 
tion of the gambling laws prohibiting the reg- 
istering and recording of bets, Judge Henry A. 
Moore delivered his charge to the jury. He 
called their attention to the terms of the indict- 
ment and then said: 

“Tcharge you thatif the evidence shows that 
the indictmentis true the defendent is guilty. 
No question of the constitutionality of the law 
prohibiting pool selling has ever been raised to 
my knowledge, and when the law declares that 
no owner or lessee shall permit premises owned 
by him to be used for the registering or record- 
ing of bets you must consider the law valid. 
The law is directed against betting on race 
tracks. When the Legislature passed this law it 
knew that on a race track where pools were sold 
to hundreds of menon each race the business 
could not possibly be carried on with- 
out some system of registering and record- 
ing their transactions. Therefore when 
the Legislature struck at the system their evi- 
dent intention was not only to reach the evil of 
betting more effectually—it was a blow atthe 
practice of betting itself, and intended to be pro- 
hibitory as far as possible. The defendant claims 
that the Commissioners on its track did no bet- 
ting, but only placed bets. It is for you to say 
whether this is the truth or whether it is a mere 
subterfuge, by which the law is to be evaded, 
while all the evils which the statute in- 
tended to arrest are allowed to prevail. 
Now, as to what constitutes the reg- 
istering and recording of bets, It is not neces- 
sary that the record should be a formal, solemn 
one, asin the case of a judgment. I think that 
any memorandum of a betting transaction, kept 
either in a book or ona sheet of paper or on a 
slate, is a record within the meaning of the law. 
Why, it would be absurd to state that the evi- 
dent intention of the law could be defeated by 
simply substituting a sheet of paper for a book.” 

This ended the charge, and many of the spec- 
tators failed to see how the jury could do any- 
thing but convict, especially in view of the two 
last sentences of Judge Moore’s address. Mr. 
De Witt asked that the Judge charge that 
oral betting was not a violation of the law, but 
his request was denied. Then, at 11:30 o’clock, 
the jury retired and were locked up in their 
room for seven hours. At the end of that time 
they filed into court and announced that they 
could not agree. All the ballots stood the same 
way—11 for conviction and 1 for acquittal. In 
view of the illness of Associate Justice Mc- 
Mahon the disagreement was recorded and the 
jury discharged. The name of the dissenting 
juror could not be ascertained,

TO FLOAT THE HAWAIIAN LOAN. 

San Francisco, Sept. 15.—Col. G. W. 
McFarlane, who arrived here on the last steamer 
from Honolulu, will proceed to New-York and 
London in a few days to negotiate a loan for the 
Hawaiian Government. On the sameday that 
the steamer left Honolulu the Legislature passed 
an act authorizing the placing of $2,000,000 of 
Hawatian bonds on the London market, tho 
bonds to bear 6 per cent. interest, redeemable in 
20 years. Col. McFarlane is instructed to treat 
through Mr. H. R. Armstrong, who represents 
a syndicate of English capitalists. The full text 
of the private dispatches which Col. McFarlane 
bears from King Kalakaua to Mr. Armstrong will 
not be made public untii the Colonel returns to 
Honolulu. : 

One of the last acts of the Legislature was to 
depose Charles Judd, the King’s Chamberlain, 
whose unpopularity was so marked that his dis- 
missal was the occasion for general rejoicing. 
The ex-Chamberlain’s accounts are being exam- 
ined by an expert. Major Curtis Junker, Col- 
lector of Customs, succeeded Mr. Judd in office. 

CuicaGo, Lil. Sept. 15.—Mr, H. R. Arm- 
strong, who represents the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment in negotiating a new loan for that Govern- 
ment in London, passed through this city to- 
day on his way to New-York. He says the 
Hawaiian Government has passed a bill au- 
thorizing a loan of $2,000,000, which will be 
placed in the hands of a syndicate in London 
tor issue to the public. The proceeds of the 
loan are to be used in constructing wharves and 
water works in Honolulu and to connect the sey- 
eral islands with cables. The bonds are to run 
20 years at 6 per cent.

SOME FINE RACING ON THER 
BROOKLYN TRACK. 
THE RUNNING METHODS OF JIM DouUG- 
LASS SHARPLY REBUKED—A FAVOR- 
ITE BADLY BEATEN. 


Although the clouds were dark and low- 
ering there Was a Very lafgé attendaiiée of péd- 
ple at the track of the Brooklyn Jockey Club, 
and some fine sport was witnessed. The hofses, 
however, continue to run very cunning, and the 
spectators were in a quandary after the first 
trace, which resulted in a genuine surprise. 
Lizzie Krepps having been scratched, Jim Doug- 
lass, ridden by Farley, was installed as favorite, 
and there was great plunging on him.

HAS:TFORD. 
Hanrtrorp,Conn., Sept. 15.—For more than 
Six montlis letters containing money addressed 
to corporations and individuals in this city 


have failed to reach their destination, and it was | 


colisidered reasonably certain that some one in 
the Hartford Post Offiee was earrying on @ sys- 
tematic scheme of robbery. From external evi- 
dence there was ground for suspicion that the 
dishonest clerk was John T. McManus, who was 
appointed a stamping and delivery clerk by 
Postmaster Chapman soon after he took porses- 
sion of the office, a year ago last July. It 
was believed that he began his stealings 


very soon after his appointment. Two Spe- 
cial Agents of the Post Office Department 
came here to investigate, and later they were 
reinforced by another detective, and for four 
months they have sought by means of decoy 
letters to catch the thief. Very soon after their 
arrival they were informed by Postmaster 


Clark, of Birmingham, who has acquired con- | 


siderable reputation as a detective, that Mc- 
Manus was the guilty one, but they failed to ob- 
tain evidence of his guilt. 

McManus seems to have had knowledge of 
their presence here and to have been shrewd 
enough to watch for decoy letters and marked 
bauk bills. When they were in town the stealing 
Was suspended. In all a large amount of money 
has been stolen. While the detectives were 
watching McMauus they accidentally discovered 
that a young man in the employ of the Hartford 
Life and Annuity Company was stealing letters 
from that company, and he was arrested and is 
now in jailin default of $2,500 bonds, but it is 
doubtful if he can be convicted, as the letters he 
opened had passed from the possession 
o the Government into his hands as 
the authorized agent of the company to 
take letters from the office. It was announced last 
night that McManus had resigned to enter into 
other business, but it is believed that he has left 
town to escape prosecution at the hands of Dis- 
trict Attorney Stanton, who would probably 
cause his arrest if he were certain of obtaining 
evidence from the detectives. [t is not known 
outside the Postmaster’s office whether the de- 
tectives caught him finally with letters or 
money in his possession, but the general impres- 
sion is that they did, and then he was allowed to 
resign, with an understanding that he would 
leave for parts unknown. He was led to believe 
that the Special Agents left Hartford after the 
arrest of the insurance clerk, and it is supposed 
that this fact encouraged him to resume his pil- 
fering. The detectives, however, continued 
their watch over him. 

McManus js connected with a highly respecta- 
ble family. He is a son of Gen. Thomas Mc- 
Manus, a weli known lawyer and popular citi- 
zen, who was Quartermaster-General on the 
staff of Gov. Waller. He was for some time be- 
fore his Post Office appointment a watchman at 
the State prison, his father being a Director in 
that institution. There is considerable criticism 
as to the management of the case, particularly 
with reference to the Government officials, who 
have apparently combined to cover up the dis- 
honest work of the young man. District Attor- 
ney Stanton expressed surprise to-night that he 
oo not been consulted as to the disposition of 
the case.

A FAROE OF A TRIAL. 

DANVILLE, Va., Sept. 15.—There was a 
large crowd at the court at Martinsville on Mon- 
day, owing to the great interest taken in the 
Terry-Spencer and Darlington-Bausman mur- 
ders. G. O. Spencer was arraigned for shooting 
at Terry. A jury was impaneled with difficulty. 
A number of witnesses were examined, and the 


evidence showed that Spencer was present and 
had a pistol in his hand before the tiring com- 
menced. Dr. Reid testified that a gun ex- 
ploded in Spencer’s hands when a young 
man, and pieces of a bullet penetrated 
his brain. Any excitement unbalances his 
mind, and under excitement he does 
not think Spencer responsible for his actions. 
He can attend to business, but not while excited. 
After argument the case was submitted to the 
jury, which brought in a verdict of not guilty, 
and the prisoner was discharged. The whole 
affuir so far is a mere farce. Only two of the 
parties have been found guilty, and it is the gen- 
eral belief that when they come to court they 
will be set at liberty. 

The report of an organized band to lynch 
Spencer, Dariington, and others is an actual 
fact. They would have been executed but for 
some influential conservative citizens who ex- 
postulated with the leaders, and better counsel 
prevailed, it is thought only for a time.

DIED OF ALCOHOLISM. 
NEWBURG, N. Y., Sept. 15.—The man who 
died in the Middletown lockup last Saturday 
has been identified as Peter Haviland, who was 
a half brother of Mrs. Jane 0. Hunt, of Fishkill. 
The deceased man was @ painter by trade. He 


was a sober, industrious man until he joined the 
army,in 1861. He served with distinction, re- 
tiring with the rank of Colonel. After that he 
took to drinking, and his downward course was 
rapid. Getting out of work, he started on a 
tramp to obtain employment and met his death 
as already reported. Haviland was 50 years of 
age, and was born at Waterloo, N. Y., where his 
aged mother, wife, and married child reside. 
Funeral services, under the direction of the local 
Grand Army post, were held at Middletown yes- 
terday, and the body was taken to Waterloo for 
interment. The Coroner’s jury rendered a verdict 
to the effect that Haviland died of alcoholism, 
and called the attention of the Board of Health 
to the unsanitary condition of the lockup.

DETROIT’S TAX VALUATION. 
DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 15.—The State 
Board of Equalization, which meets once in five 
years, has just closed its prescribed work. The 
law of the State requires all assessments to be 


made on cash valuation, butthere is more or less 
eftort everywhere to lessen the pressure of taxa- 
tion, which is by no means heavy in this State, 
by reducing taxable valuations. Especially are 
the cities and large towns discriminated against 
by the rural townships, while all parts 
of the State are unanimously agreed that De- 
troit ought to carry as large a share of 
the general tax burden as can be piled on. For 
the last five years this city has paid a fraction 
over one-sixth of the general tax of the State. 
The total valuation, as fixed in 1881, was $810,- 
000,000. The State Board has now fixed it at 
$945,000,000. The ratio of Detroit to the State 
is kept at the old proportion, its valuation being 
fixed at $150,000,000.

SPENCER, NEWTON, an‘l BarneEs were select- 
ed for the service. A committee on real 
estate was chosen, consisting of SPENCER, 
Down, and Fisn. 

The peculiar feature of these proceedings 
was tho constant opposition of Messrs. 
BaRNES, RipGway, and Fist to the propo- 
sitions, which were made by Gen. NEWTON. 
These were sufficiently simple in their scope 
and purpose, but the minority tried to delay 
action upon them on the plea that time was 
needed to consider them. Failing in this 
they voted against them, and when it 
came to choosing the members of 
the committees they refused to vote 
at all, the obstreperons and_ridicn- 
lous Fisu declaring that he wonld not 
serve on the Committee on Real Estate 
and demanding that the Governor be called 
on to investigate the doings of the commis- 
sion. By their course the minority mem- 
bers only emphasized the fact that they had 
been appointed to carry out a scheme in 
which a political bargain was involved and 
put themselves in the position of trying to 
obstruct the legitimate work of the commnis- 
sion when they found that this schome was 
to be thwarted. 

The best thing that Messrs. BARNES and 
RipGway, the former of whom is a repu- 
table engineer, can do for their own credit 
and reputation is to acknowledge the de- 
feat of the political scheme which they 
have allowed themselves to be used to pro- 
mote and accept the interpretation of the 
purpose of the law of last Spring which 
Gov. Hit professed to put upon it at the 
time he approved it. Ho said that it was 
intended to strengthen the commission and 
promote its efficiency. If these members 
will ignore politics and politicians and join 
with their colleagues in seeking to make the 
construction of the aqueduct a creditable 
pieco of work for the city, and in holding 
the contractors to a faithful fulfillment of 
their obligations, they may yet redeem 
themselves from the odium attached to the 
proceedings which led to their appointment. 

Tho same considerations do not apply to 
Mr. Fisx. His case is altogether hopeless. 
Not only was he appointed solely for polit- 
ical reasons and for the purpose of carrying 
out a corrupt bargain, but he. is incapable 
of any other use on the commission. He 
has shown an utter incapacity even to ap- 
prociate the character of the work to be 


done and its impertance to the public. He 
does not seem to know that it is important 
to the public or that the public has 
any rights connected with it He has 
also shown by his temper and his manners 
that he is unfit to be asscciated with gen- 
tlemen in any undertaking of public conse- 
quence. The only service he can render to 
the public and to his associates is to pro- 
duce a vacancy in the commission which, 
now that the bargain of the politicians 
has come to grief, the Governor might 
be induced to fill with a capable 
person with some sense of decency 
and responsibility. If Mr. Fisn_ will 
get out of the uncongenial company which 
he finds so irritating to his peculiar sensi- 
bilities, and if the commission will send Mr. 
SHEENAN into retirement and restore its old 
and faithful Secretary to his place, there 
may yét be harmony in its proceedings and 
the aqueduct may be finished without any 
further public scandal. 


MR. CARLISLE ON THE PROSPECT. 

In an interview on Monday at Cincinnati 
Mr. Speaker CARLISLE spoke with his ac- 
customed earnestness and with his accus- 
tomed cheerfulness regarding the chances 
of tariff reform legislation within the next 
two years. That, of course, means by the 
present Congress or the next one. The 
Speaker’s reasoning on this subject is sub- 
stantially that the Democrats cannot help 
themselves. He points out that there are 
now outstanding of the 3 per cent. bonds 
subject to cali only $140,000,000, (there 
were previous to yesterday’s call in reali- 
ty only some $106,000,000 not actually 
called.) He says that of these a very large 
proportion are pledged by national banks 
for their circulating notes—the proportion 
at present is not far from 75 per cent.—and 
that the calling of these only requires the 
expenditure by the Treasury of 10 per cent. 
of their face. With this small drain on the 
steadily accumulating surplus, and with no 
other bonds becoming redeemable until the 
41y per cents in 1891, he calculates that the 
popular demand for the reduction of the 
revenue will be irresistible. 

There is much force in this reasoning, and, 
as we have pointed out, the case is really 
stronger than the Speaker makes it. If 
Congress makes up its mind to reduce tax- 
ation, the Speaker is, moreover, no doubt 
right in thinking that it will be the cus- 
toms duties and not the internal revenue 
taxes that will be lifted. Ashe puts it, it is 
not probable that Congress will dare to take 
the taxes off drink and tobacco and maintain 
them on clothing and the implements of 
trade. Nor does he, as we believe, overes- 
timate the popular demand for reduction of 
taxes in the face of an actual considerable 
surplus. But he forgets two very impor- 
tant elements in the calculation, which 
it is, perhaps, pleasanter for him 
to forget, but which re certainly 
likely to be very weighty in determining 
the result. One of these is the power of 
Congress to spend the money so that there 
shall be no surplus, and the other is the 
temper of the revenue reform leaders in the 
House, which so far has been lamentably 
weak and vacillating. It must be remem- 
bered that it lies absolutely with Congress 
and practically with the House of Repre- 
sentatives to say whether the revenues shall 
exceed the expenditures or whether the ex- 
penditures shail eat up the revenues. We 
say that this is substantially with the 
House, and of course with the majority in 
the House, because neither the Senate nor 
the Republican minority in the House has 
shown any disposition to oppose appropria- 
tions, no matter how extravagant. 

Does Mr. CARLISLE think that the ex- 
ample of the last session is encouraging in 
this regard ?, Does he not know that it was 
only by declaring that there would be no 
surplus that the appropriations were kept 
down to their actual limit, and that this 
limit was not a low one? Does he not know 
that extravagance is a very powerful pre- 
ventive of a surplus, and that those who 
are opposed to any reductian of taxation 
are always ready to apply it? It is only 
too plain that the case as Mr. CARLISLE 
presents it is not complete, and that 
there is no certainty that Congress will 
he shut up to the alternatives he suggests 
of reducing the revenues or allowing them 
to pile up idle in the Treasury. To bring 
this about, which is certainly very desira- 
ble, the reform leadersin the House must 
show much more firmness, pluck, and skill 
than they have as yet displayed. They can 
axecomplish it if their hearts are really set 
upon it, andif they are willing to run the 
risks necessary to bring it abont.’ But are 
they ? That is a question for Mr. CARLISLE 
and his friends to answer. 


THE WAYS OF CANADIAN CRUISERS. 

The story told by Capt. REED, of the tish- 
ing schooner Vought, is a strange one. Ho 
says that on putting into Paspebiac for wa- 
ter and for repairs to his rigging he,was or- 
dered by the crniser Lansdowne to get out 
of the harbor within sixty minutes, and had 
to go without obtaining what he had come 
for. As the right to water and repairs is ex- 
pressly granted by the treaty of 1818 and 
has been recognized by Canada and exer- 
cised by American vessels in scores of in- 
stances, there must be a side to this story not 
yet told. 

Capt. Kevys, of the Pearl Nelson, makes o 
like complaint of ill treatment. Several of 
his crew are Canadians, living at Arichat, 
and one of them was lost at sea on the last 
trip. On calling at Arichat for shelter on 
his way home to Cape Cod, an hour before 
midnight, some of his mon, natives of the 
place, went ashore at once to sec relations 
without informing him. Tho next morning 
ho proceeded to the Custom House to enter, 
but his vessel was seized for violating the 
laws by landing men before entry, and was 
only released on the payment of a tine of $200. 
His request to be allowed to leave a barrel 
of flour as a gift to the widow of the 
drowned sailor, paying tho duty on it, was 
refused. 

Several other cases of apparent hardship 
have occurred lately, like those of the Craig, 
the Martha 0., and the Northern Star, and 


the cruisers have sometimes been accused by 


their victims of heartléssness, malicious se- 
verity, and soon. It is only fair, however, 
to say that the charges do not appear to bo 
well founded, oven under the American 


vessels, The landing of men before entry 
at the Custom House is the offense for 
which the greater part of the fines have 
been imposed. Why are the Canadians so 
strict on this point, since at first glance it 
may seem a matter of form? As a fact, it 
is far from being a trifle or a 
technicality. It is through this landing 
of men before reporting that smuggling 
can be done on the Canadian coast. Many 
of the fishermen on American vessels are 
Canadians who have been accustomed un- 
der the free usages of the reciprocity 
treaties to call at their homes and carry in 
various Yankce products from their vessels. 
They know the coast perfectly, and could 
run into coves without molestation, landing 
in their dories American goods on which 
they had paid neither freight nor duty. 
The officers of the cruisers say that in some 
cases beef, pork, oil, and flour, besides small 
articles, were thus landed, and that trades- 
men along the Nova Scotia shore complained 
that their villages were so largely supplied 
with goods brought home. by the fishermen 
that they could not make any money. 

Now these easy-going privileges of the 
Yankee vessels have ceased to exist with 
the lapse of the reciprocity treaty. But the 
number of instances in which American 
vessels have taken care to get into port at 
night time, and have allowed their dories to 
take men ashore at once, suggests that goods 
are to be landed also. Nearly all provis- 
ions and family supplies are dutiable there, 
and it can readily be understood that 
it is hard for men to give up the privi- 
leges of years. The fee for reporting, 
we believe, is only afraction of a dollar, 
and a whole year’s harbor dues only afew 
dollars, so that the persistent neglect to 
abide by the port regulations seems to arise, 
not from a desire to save the money, but to 
avoid observation. Of course, in a case like 
that of the Pearl Nelson there is a personal 
hardship on the Captain or owners, because 
the fine there was incurred by the deliber- 
ate act of the menin going ashore without 
permission. Yet itis singular that Captains, 
knowing that this isthe one risk they are 
to avoid, on peril of paying a heavy fine, do 
not take the trouble to announce to their 
crews before coming to anchor that they are 
not to goashore until after entry, giving 
them the reason why. 

It is to. be hoped that the view held by 
our Government as to the commercial rights 
of our fishing vessels will duly be yielded 
by Great Britain; but even in that case 
men could not be landed without a previous 
entry at the Custom House. As to the al- 
leged inhospitable treatment of our fisher- 
men when in distress, it is unfortunate that 
a few unscrupulous vessels are believed to 
have misused an alleged need of shelter, 
water, and repairs for other purposes, and 
hence, perhaps, have brought suspicion and 
consequent strictness of treatment on others 
more deserving. 


A PERSECUTED CORPORATION. 

The eagerness of its yearning to please 
the public by putting its wires under ground 
has got the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany into tronble, poor thing. Such at 
least is the view officially taken by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of that long-suffering 
and public-spirited corporation. It has for 
years been in quest of a practicable method 
of burying its wires without inflicting too 
much injury upon the public by increas- 
ing the cost of its service and thus reduc- 
ing to poverty the suffering angels who 
manage its affairs and deal in its stocks. It 
has already, after incredible exertions, suc- 
ceeded in burying some hundreds of feet of 
its wires, or at least in digging a trench to 
receive the same, and it is now anxious to 
extend the trench. At this point it is rudely 
interrupted by the bloated and arrogant 
Subway Commissioners, who propose to 
stop its beneficent labors upon the frivolous 
pretext that they are forbidden by a statute 
of the State of New-York. 

It appears, still on the relation of the 
officials of the injured company, that this 
law is unconstitutional as impairing the 
obligation of a contract entered into three 
years ago between the company on the one 
hand and the Board of Aldermen of the city 
on the other. Cynical outsiders may pre- 
tend that a contract for which the indi- 
vidual Aldermen receive an ample consid- 
eration may nevertheless be: what the 
lawyers call a nude pact as between the 
city and the corporation, but the 
company isnot to be diverted by such a 
quibble. It knows its rights, if it does not 
know the rights of anybody else, and know- 
ing, dares maintain. It is going to the 
Court of Appeals in defense of its right to 
extend its trench and put its wires therein, 
and whether it finally succeeds or not it 
will put off the evil day when it is com- 
pelled to put its wires in the condnits for 
that purpose made and provided by the 
Subway Commissioners. In the eager- 
ness of his desire to put the offend- 
ing wires out of sight our great 
and good friend Cyrus W. Firip 
has completely overlooked the imminent 
danger to the health of the city from dis- 
turbing the earth by excavating for tho 
purpose of burying the wires. The power- 
ful arguments of his corps of sanitarians 
upon this subject can have been forgotten 
by nobody elso who read them, but they 
have been clean forgotten by their insti- 
gator. He now stands ready to open 
trenches and to invite the pestilence to 
come on rather than to annoy the public 
further or to put the wires into the recep- 
tacle preparing for them. 

Seriously, this stand now taken by tho 
Western Union Company is one of the most 
impudent performauces even of that most 
impudent corporation. The impudence of it 
is enhanced by its pretense of feeling ag- 
grieved because the Subway Commission 
has created a “monopoly.” Everybody 
knows that when the multiplication of wires 


made a nnisance intolerable that had long 


been grievous, any proof of an honest desire 
on the part of the Western Union Company 
to respect the rights and to defer to tho 
wishes of the public would have operated 
as astay of legislative proceedings. It got up 
a sham committee as.asop to public opinion, 


and this committee reported, if we remem-. 


ber aright, that tho burial of the wires was 
impracticable. At all eventsit neither did 
nor recommended anything that tended to 


/ 


Union has obstructed every effort that 
has been made in that direction. It 
has done nothing to assist the Subway 
Commission. While that body devoted it- 
self with much parade to doing nothing 
the corporation let it alone. Now that it 
has actually done something to justify its 
own existence, has arrived at a plan and 
begun work, the Western Union takes to 
stringing wires on the elevated roads and 
trumps up a pretense that it has a plan of 
its own which it will carry out if it is 
not interfered with, as if it had not 
been let alone for years, with the 
nuisance of the overhead wires becoming 
more oppressive all the while, and as if dur- 
ing all these years it had taken one step 
toward abating the nuisance. It will bo 
interesting to see, now that it has shown 
its intention of fighting, whether it can 
make a successful fight against a public 
opinion that is unanimous and that is em- 
bodied in a law of the State. 


The owners of all the yachts entered for 
the Newport cups profess that they want 
plenty of wind.

A BENEFACTOR WELCOMED. 


MR. OSWALD OTTENDORFER’S HEARTY 
GREETING IN HIS NATIVE TOWN, 

It falls to the lot of few men to havo aa 
pleasurable an experience as that which recently 
befell the Hon. Oswald Ottendorfer, the editor 
in-chief of the New-York Staats-Zeitung. Nearly 
40 years ago he left his native town of Zwittan, 
in Moravia, Austria. His departure was inyol- 
untary, being occasioned by the part ho took in 
the popular uprising against feudal tyranny and 
misgovernment. When he prospered on this 
side of the Atlantic he did not forget the place of 
his birth, and he determined that the needy of 
his native town should have cause to bear 
him in grateful memory. With this end 
in view he began some years ago to make 
benefactions. To the town of Zwittau 
he gave the sum of 200,000 florins, the amount 
to be expended in founding threo charitable in- 
stitutions—a home for the aged and infirm, an 
orphan asylum, and a hospital. He subsequent- 
ly added 20,000 florins to the gift. Last month, 
when he revisited Zwittau, he gave another 
20,000 florins to be applied to the three institu- 


tions, and he supplemented these gifts by on 
10,000 florins to the charity known a gh 
“ Deutsches Haus,” in the city of Briinn, by an- 
other of 5,000 florins to the Infants’ Hospital at 
Briinn, and by a donation of 1,000 florins to 
various societies at Zwittau. 

These different gifts were most gratefully re- 
eeived. In the town of Zwittau there was 
@ public acknowledgment that could nos 
have been otherwise than most gratifying 
to the generous donor. By proclamation o? 
the Mayor the 27th, 28th, and 29th 
of August were wholly devoted to the Ottendort- 
er festival and to the ceremonies attending the 
opening of the charitable establishments. Tho 
town was in gala attire, all public and private 
business was suspended, and the entire popuia- 
tion, headed by the magistrates and other pub- 
lic men, marched to the railway station to wel- 
come the arrival of Mr. Ottendorfer, who was 
described in the Mayor's proclamation as “ Zwit- 
tau’s noblest son, best citizen, and incomparable 
benefactor.” Visitors from Briinn,; Vienna, and 
elsewhere helped to make up the throng whicn 
did honor to the noted German-American, and 
the correspondent of a Vienna newspaper de- 
scribed the occasion as a deeply moving sight, 
wherein was witnessed ‘‘a spontaneous outburst 
of popular gratitude preparing a triumphant 
pageant of infinitely grander moral effect than 
that of an ancient Roman Imperator.” 

In Zwittau, Briinn, and Vienna there were five 
festal days for Mr. Ottendorfer. He was called 
upon to respond many times to addresses of 
greeting. Among his speeches was one on “* The 

deals of Our Youth.” In the courso of his re- 
marks on this theme he said: 

“The time-honored German patriotic hymn puts tho 
query: ‘Whereis the German's fatherland? and in 
reply theretosays: ‘Where’er the German tongue re- 
sounds.’ My friends, this definition does not an. 
swer to any political or geographical formation; it 
covers a broader scope; it means all the ground over 
which the German spirit broods, fructifying, inde- 
poneene of all so-called national limits. * * * [ 

y no means intend herewith to make any allusions 
whatever to the political relations of Germany or 
Austria—to do this,as an American citizen, I have 
noright.

MINERS IN CONVENTION. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 15.—There is a differs 
ence of opinion among the miners of the country 
as to the forms of organization that will best 
serve their interests. The federation which re- 
cently met here favors open work, and that freo 
from any connection with organizations not 
strictly confined to mines and miners. On tho 
other hand, quite a large number favor a na- 


tional fassembly, subject to the general 
laws of the Knights of Labor. The work 
of this assembly is necessarily secret. 
It was partially organized in St. Louis last May 
and adjourned to meet here to-day. Abont 30 
delegates from all of the mining States. were in 
attendance. Itis proposed to perfect theaystem 
by arranging for the creation of subdistricts, 
under a State organization, which in time is to 
be subject to the National Assembly, which tho 
Knights of Labor will govern as an auxiliary to 
that order. 

It is this difference that caused the federated 
miners to adopt last week a resolution against 
merging its mterests with those of the Knights 
of Labor. Of the National Assembly Miners, 
William H. Batley, of Shawnee, Ohio, a member 
of the National Executive Board of the Knights 
of Labor, is President, and Lewis James, of New- 
Straitsville, Ohio, is Secretary. Both were pres- 
ent. Itis the purpose at this session to dis- 
cuss matters relating to mines and miners as 
was done at the convention of the federated 
miners. Itis possible that the subject of wages 
will receive a great deal of attention, and of 
course some action will be taken in regard to

A WEER’S FLOUR PRODUCTION. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn, Sept. 15.—The North- 
western, Miller says: “The water power was 
good throughout the week, and the mills ruuning 
did a comparatively heavy week's work.

This insolently 
worded demand, which closed with a threat of 
wholesale defection of Democratic workingmen 
ifit was disregarded, greatly angered the dele- 
gates, and before the convention opened it was 
generally agreed that Jonas should have no 
recognition on the ticket. 

D. 8. Rose, a young Lafayette County lawyer, 
officiated as témporary Chairman, and made 
a long and intensely florid speech. His 
references to Cleveland and Vilas _ elicit- 
ed tremendous applause. Judge L. R. 
Larson, an Eau Claire lawyer, was permanent 
Chairman. He was as brief in his address as his 
predecessor had been prolix.

Ill. That we warmly approve the action of the 
Democratic House of Representatives of the last 
two Congresses in securing the restoration to the

ARRAIGNING THE DEMOCRATS. 
SENATOR HARRISON OPENS THE CAM- 
PAIGN IN INDIANA. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 15.—Senator Harri- 
son opened the Indiana Republican campaign 
to-night before a large audience in the Grand 
Opera House. It was a notable gathering, rep- 
resenting in some measure the Republican 
Party of the State. In arranging for the meet- 
ing it was the intention of the State Committee 
to make it a State affair, and the lista of Vice- 


| Presidents comprised residents of. every town of 


importance in the State. The presiding officer 
was the Hon. Richard W. Thompson, ex-Secre- 
tary of the Navy, whose appearance is gladly 
welcomed by an _ audience in Indiana 
anywhere and under any circumstances. 
He made a most graceful presentation of 
the speaker, referring to him as ‘a soldier who 
had gone forth to battle for his country with the 
instinct of an inherited oat and as a 
statesman whose voice had been heard in the 
councils of the Nation until he was known all 
over the land, and withal an incorruptible, hon- 
est legislator.” The Senator’s reception was 
most enthusiastic, and accepted by him as a 
good omen for the campaign. During the even- 
inga gleeclub sang several songs written for 
this canvass, one of which, nominating Har- 
rison for the Presidency in 1888, was heartily 
applauded. 

Senator Harrison’s speech, as he himself said 
in the beginning, was argumentative and logical, 
addressed tothe judgment and not to the pas- 
sions of men. It was astrong presentation of 
the issues dominant in Indiana politics, the prin- 
cipal one being the infamous gerrymander of 
1885 for the purpose of enabling the Demo- 
cratic Party to retain a majority in the 
Legislature, even if the popular majority 
in the State was 15,000 adverse to them. 
Some time was devoted to a_ discus- 


sion of the treatment of the Treasury 


surplus, so generally denounced by the Demo- 


crats in the campaign of 1884, by the Cleveland 
Administration, which has hoarded: it just as 
zealously as ever it was by Republican officials. 
Other subjects touched upon were the civil 
service question, revenue reform, temperance 
legislation, the labor problem, and President 
Cleveland’s pension vetoes. It was an able 
speech, and gave great satisfaction. 

The campaign on the part of the Republicans 
will not be a speaking one. Aside from Senator 
Sherman, who will be in the State a week, there 
will be no imported talent, but the field will be 
well covered by local orators, presenting State 
matters for the consideration of voters. Great 
care will be taken with the district organizations 
with a view to securing a full vote. ® 


THE ANTI-SALOON MOVEMENT. 
WHAT THE CONFERENCE IN CHICAGO 
Is EXPECTED TO DO. 
CnuicaGco, Sept. 15.—Delegates to the 
National Anti-Saloon Republican Conference, 
which will be held here to-morow, have been 
dropping into town all day, and _ to-night 
about 50 gentlemen accredited to the gathering 
are in town. The delegates held an informal 
meeting at the Grand Pacific this even- 
ing to discuss the preliminaries of the 
conference. In the eyes of Mr. Albert 


Griffin, of Kansas, the father of. the 
movement, the most important step 
was to provide for the exclusion of reporters to- 
morrow. When Mr. Griftin offered a resolution 
to that effect and it was voted upon he found 
himself in such an appalling minority that he 
was quite depressed. The evening was spent 
in listening to expressions of opinion from gen- 
tlemen who claimed to represent the Repub- 
licans of their respective States. Iowa and 
Kansas had by far the largest number 
of delegates and the New-England States 
were well represented. John I. Platt, of 
New-York, thought the resolutions adopted 
should be short and to the point. ‘‘ We-are not 
here to attack anybody,” said Mr. Platt. 
“Let us not imitate the third party 
in that.” He thought that: one-tenth 
ot the Prohibitionists in the country were 
in the third party, another tenth in the Demo- 
cratic Party, and the remainder in the 
Republican Party. Republicans alone were 
free to go into the new movement. 
The Democratic Party was tied to the saloon in- 
terest. L. C. Drake, of New-Jersey; Edwin H. 
Haskell, of Boston, and others spoke in the same 
vein. Few of the speakers failed to insist 
that this was a movement of Republicans 
and that those identified with it were and -would 
remain members of that party. After the 
speeches if was decided to make Senator Blair, 
of New-Hampshire, temporary Chairman of the 
convention, or, in the event of that statesman 
being absent, Rufus 8. Frost, of Boston. If ex- 
Secretary Windom, of Minnesota, comes to the 
conference he will probably be made permanent 
Chairman of the conference. Among the dele- 
gates now here from the East, in addition to 
those named, are H. W. Carroll, New-Jersey; R. 
8. Frost, Boston, and Ovid Miner, Syracuse, N.Y.

HARRISBURG, Sept. 15.—Chairman Isaiah 
Rynders, of the Greenback State Committee, 
says there will befrom 100 to 125 delegates in 
the convention of that party, which will meet in 
this city to-morrow at 10 o’clock. This is a 
larger number than has beenin any State Con- 
vention of the party since 1879. Some delegates

FUNERALS OF THE VICTIMS. TO. BE 
HELD TO-DAY. 


Erie, Penn., Sept. 15.—All the bodies of 
the Erie victims, so far as they have been 
identified, have been sent here for in- 
terment, and this evening crape  flut- 
tered from a dozen homes of _ sorrow. 
The churches will hold funeral services, and re- 
quiem masses will be said to-morrow for the re- 
pose of the dead in all the Cathole churches, 


while the Niekel Plate will run special trains for 
funeral parties. The two bodies which lay 
in the freight house at Silver Creek with their 
identity unestablished are now thought 
to be two Pollacks, A. Schelocke and 
A. Schoweski, who wenv. together on 
their first excursion trip since landing in 
America. The railroad met while clearing away 
the evidence of the engineer's and. conductor's 
carelessness were horrified to find a head 
and another body, torn out of all hnu- 
man semblance. These discoveries, together 
with the fact that there may have 
been others who were literally ground 
into one mass under the death-dealing baggage 
car, has renewed the fears of the people here 
who have friends missing, and fully fourscore 
of home, are wild with distraction in anticipation 
of more discoveries which may seal the fate of a 
father, brother, or husband. 

Engineer Brewer has fled the country. A man 
answering his description was seen to run across 
the country from the scene of the wreck, and 
when he begged a countryman for a rideina 
wagon he was almost exhausted. It is now 
well settled that Brewer and his conductor are 
the agents who ran that car of precious human 
freight into the jaws of a horrible death, or a life 
of misery and attending distress, and plunged 
hurdreds of homes here into anguish and sorrow. 

The 20 wounded nen are in a fair way to re- 
cover, excepting Louis Lindsey, and he will 
probably die to-night. The railroad surgeon, 
Dr. Weed, and the attorney, Edward Hall, are 
here interviewing the wounded and the friends 
ef the dead. The company, it is alleged, is 
profiting by the experience of the Lake Shore, 
and is taking time by the forclock and set- 
ting early. This terrible calamity has 
put a damper on _ the excursion busi- 
ness here. Business in some sections of the 
city is almost suspended, and public indignation 
runs so high that the engineer and the conductor 
of the excursion train would not dare show their 
faces in Erie, as the vengeance of frenzied 


friends of the dead would certainly wreak a ter-' 


rible revenge upon them. 

Celestine Krummertz, who was reported 
among the dead, has turned up aiive, but was 
frightfully cut and bruised, and sat beside a 
friend whose brains were dashed into his face, 
and in another instant he was covered with dead 
men. 


BuFFALO, N. Y., Sept... 15.—Engineer 
Brewer, of the excursion train on Tuesday, was 
oe to have disappeared shortly after the 
collision and had not returned up to 6 o’clock. 
But Mr. Brewer has been heard from. He sends 
a letter to the Express of this city, dated simply 
“Sept. 15.” The postmark on the envelope is 
that used by the clerk on the Lake Shore mail 
train, so that from envelope or letter there is no 
telling where Mr. Brewer is. He suys: 

I saw by the Frpress this:morning. that the re- 
port was I had run away for fear the blame 
would be put-on me for that terrible accident at 
Silver Creek. I have notrun away nor do I in- 
tend to, but in jumping from my engine FE hurt 


-my back and hip, and as I was tinable to assist’ 


them I left the wreck., But as to my stopping 
at Silver Creek, I did stop and took on passen- 
gers. I had ordersto meet the local at Silver 
Creek, and as there is no side track there, and 
never having orders before to pass a train 
there. and as the conductor gave me the 
signal to go ahead, which he should 
not have done, as he had the same orders as I 
had, and when he saw me Starting the train he 
should have used the bell cord or automatic 
brakes in the coaches to stop me. 
LEWIS BREWER, Engineer of Engine 159. 

It will thus be seen that Engineer Brewer ac- 
knowledges that he had orders to wait at Silver 
Creek, which orders he did -not obey for 
reasons given, and thus the engineer and con- 
ductor of the freight train and the train dis- 
patcher are all relieved of the terrible respon- 
sibility for the disaster. Superintendent Kimball, 
it is- stated, 1s making a thorough investigation 


of the cause of the collision, and on age the.

CHURCHMEN IN COUNCIL. 


MONTREAL, Sept. 15.—The Provincial 
Synod discussed some live questions to-day. The 
Rev. Dr. Carry began by moving that the use of 
unfermented wine at sacrament be forbidden. 


He held that the physical effect of the wine 
taken in communion could not be injurious 
while the moral effect of both fermented and un- 


} fermented wine might be detrimental: The only 


remedy for those who wish it was claimed 
were affected in this way» was to refrain 


from ‘the communion until by the grace of God 


they could resist temptation. He did not be- 
lieve in making the weakness of the sinful the 
the law for the faithful. The Rev.: Dr. Stone 
said the Lord Jesus had ordained that we should 
use two distinct elementsin the sacrament, bread 
and wine. If they changed the element of wine 
to anything else he maintained there would 
be no sacrament at all, Mr. Elliott, of Guelph, 
held that it was monstrous to suppose that ihe 
use of winein the communion should be the 
cause of sin; the faith of the church would be im- 
pugned by such achange. Archdeacon Lindsay 
opposed the motion, but it was carried by a large 
majority. 

At the evening session the Dean of Montreal 
moved that the resolutions on Christian union 
passed by the.Synod bé forwarned to the Presby- 
terian, Methodist, and other Protestant bodies. 
He said there was no hope of forming an alliance 
with the Roman Catholic Church, for the consti- 
tution of that church forbade overtures until 
Protestants renounced what the Church of Rome 
considered to be errors of Protestantism. 

The Rev. Mr. Crawford. said it would be ridic- 
ulous for the Protestant Church in Canada to 
ask the Pope to come into communion with them 
or vice versa. 

The Rev. Mr. Murray, of Halifax, while ac- 
knowledging that there was vast error in the 
—— of Rome, did not consider a union hope- 

ess. : 

Tne Prolocutor said the want of united testi- 
mony as to Christ was doing great harm, more 
inthis age than in any other. The Church of 
England was ready to do everything that could 
be éxpected of it to promote Christian unity. 
The words ‘ Protestant bodies” were finally 
changed to ‘“‘Christian bodies,” and the motion 
was unanimously adopted. 

It was decided, in response to a message from 
the Court of Bishops, that to encourage brotherly 
feelings between this church and the Church of 
England, the Metropolitan of Canada should 
send notice of all ordinations to the Archbisho 
of Canterbury. The Synod was formally close 
at 11 o’clock. :

CANADIAN PACIFIC CROSSING 
THE BORDER. 
ARRANGING FOR AN INDEPENDENT 

LINE INTO CHICAGO AS A LINK IN 
ITS TRANSCONTINENTAL SYSTEM. 
CuicaGo, Sept. 15.—The Canadian Pa- 
cific, which at present reaches Chicago over the 
Michigan Central, is reported to be making ar- 
rangements for an independent line of its own 
into this city. The proposed new line is to be 
built from Grosse Isle, crossing Michigan to 
Jackson and thence to Chicago, which would 
give the Canadian company a through line from 
Montreal, by way of Toronto, London, and Am- 
heratburg, to Chicago. It is known that the 
Canadian Pacific has secured a controlling 


interest in the amg 2 and Manitoba 
Road, and further mportant develop- 
ments are looked for regarding its pro- 
posed route from Chicago to 8t. Paul, so 
as to carry out its scheme for a through line 
from Montreal to the Pacific coast by way of 
Chicago. Many important issues hang upon this 
Tnited States link of the Canadian Pacitic enter- 
prise. The policy of the company is a vigorous 
one, and it has had liberal concessiuns from the 
Dominion Government. Should the line to Chi- 
cago be built much of the through passenger 
traffic would undoubtedly be diverted from the 
main line along the northern shore of Lake 
Superior, and the Canadians who have fought so 
hard to get a transcontinental line through their 
territory might find the road less of a prize than 
anticipated. 


TRANSCONTINENTAL FREIGHTS. 

PRESIDENT HUNTINGTON CONSIDERING 

THE ADVISABILITY OF RESTORING THEM. 

President Huntington is now in San Fran- 
cisco looking over the ground and considering 
whether it is worth while to settle the transcon- 
tinental fight now. He can do so whenever he 
pleases, for the Pacific Mail has been the greatest 
sufferer by the cut in rates and the Southern 
Pacific has gained a large number of the water- 
route customers, who will be slow to return to 


the steamship company. Nearly a year has 
elapsed since an attempt was made to patch up 
the differences in the Transcontinental Rate As- 
sociation. The Southern Pacific then demanded 
a much larger percentage than the other roads 
were willing to grant, and therefore they refused 
to continue their payments to the Pacific Mail, 
which was the only condition of the maintenance 
of rates. These ranged from $6 a hundred down 
to $1, the division of ~e comprising six 
different classes. When the free-for-all fight 
for business began, after the Windsor Hotel 
conference broke up in a row, all pretense to 
sticking to classification disappeared, and the 
rate dropped to 35 cents a hundred on all classes 
of freight, and for two months all the business 
between the Pacific and the Atlantic coasts was 
done on a tariff lower than the old rate on grain 
from Chicago to the seaboard. This unsettled 
trade and changed its conditions in a marvelous 
way. Goods were shipped to California that 
were never seen there before. Merchants 
strained their credit and purchased months in 
advance of their needs. Blue grass hay from 
Kentucky was carried over the Rocky Mountains 
for California thoroughbreds, and Claus Spreck- 
els sent no less than 10,000 tons of Hawaian 
sugar to Louisiana, in competition with home 
products. The other transcontinental lines 
speedily dropped out of the fightand left the 
business to the Southern Pacific and the Pacific 
Mail. What proportion of the total amount goes 
Cf steamship cannot be learned, but the Pacific 
ailis eet to accept this low rate on allits 
freight while the transcontinental business fur- 
nishes a comparatively small percentage of the 
railway traffic, and therefore has a much smaller 
influence in reducing its revenue. The abun- 
dance of freight offering enabled the company 
gradually to increase the rates until now the 
classification has been restored, and the ruling 
figures are about one-half what they were a year 
ago, say from $3 a hundred down to 60 cents. 
At this rate the Southern Pacific is carrying 96 
yer cent. of all the rail freight that goes across 
he continent, the other 4 per cent. comprising 
map eeoes a goods, for which the quickest transit 
sdemanded. The Canadian Pacific has come in 
as anew element. It has cut rates from the 
coast below those made by the Southern 
Pacific on certain classes of gooas, and it accepts 
and solicits freight in this city, even at these low 
rates, although it has to be — by. water to 
Boston, thence over another line to Montreal, 
and then cae again to steamships on 
the Pacificcoast. Very little freight has gone by 
this route, however, because shippers object to 
dealing with a foreign corporation which must 
carry their goods through a foreign country. It 
is worth while noting that this reduction has not 
affected the revenues of the Southern Pacific 
system, for the low rates have developed a very 
large amount of local business. 


NICKEL PLATE MORTGAGES. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 15.—In the Nickel

Kruger for the unprovoked murder of Emil

Romeis said he was, where- 
upon the prisoners declared that they were go- 
ing to kill him,andinreply to an inquir for their 
reason for doing so said “for fun.” Then Gies 
struck Romeis on the head with a piece of 
wooden joist which broke in his hand. Gies and 
Kruger then both struck Romeis with paint pots, 
and threw a stone and a wash boiler at him. 
Romies first clung to witness, and then fell back 
in his arms dead. He had not even tried to.de- 
fend himself.

NEWPOR?T’S YACHT RACES. 


COMMODORE GERRY’S STEAMER TO BE 
USED AS A JUDGES’ BOAT. 


The forthcoming race at Newport was the 
topic of conversation among yachtsmen yester- 
day. Commodore Gerry said that his steamer, 
the Electra, would start for Newport to-day. 
She will be the headquarters of the Regatta Com- 
mittee at Newport, Commodore Gerry having 
courteously invited the judges to sail on board of 
her. <All orders will be issued from her in the 
customary ship-shape manner, the club’s code of 
signals being used. The Old Colony Company 
offered the New-York Yacht Club the use of the 


steamer Pilgrim, but the offer was declined. 
The steamer would have to be back in 
time to start on her regular trip down 
the Sound, and as there is no time limft 
fixed for the race this would probably 
occasion trouble. The Electra is a fast and com- 
modious steamer, and is fit to go through any 
kind of weather. Hence, if it blows a gale the 
Electra will be there just the same, and the 
judges will be enabled to perform their arduous 
duties in comfort. The Electra is easy for the 
yacht skippers to distinguish among a crowd of 
vessels, when they would have difficulty in see- 
ingatug. Moreover, she will not be obliged to 
resort to tooting her whistle and steaming 
around among the yachts in order to issue in- 
structions. She can fire a gun, run up the code 
signal flags in Admiral’s caps, and break them 
out at the masthead, where they will be distinctly 
visible to the whole fieet. 

The race will not be started if there is a pros-: 
pect ofits becoming a drifting match. The 
committee is determined to have the race take 
place in at least a fair sailing breeze. If it can- 
not be sailed on Saturday it will go over till 
Monday. The unsettled condition of the weather 
yesterday led 1 to hove that by Saturday 
there would be a lively breeze. All the yachts 
that are to compete have already started for 
Newport, and most of them are now there. Tho 
Priscilla, it is thought, will be entered. She will 
at any rate be at Newport to see the race, hav- 
ing started for there.

HENRY DIXEY RETURNS. 
18 WELCOMED HOME BY JOHN 
MACKAY AND SOME OTHERS. 


It was currently reported in theatrical 
circles that Edward E. Rice had peremptorily

ordered the earth to stop revolving on its axis ; 


yesterday. The energetic manager expected 
Henry E. Dixey snd company to arrive from 
England on the steamship Nevada, and as he had 
exhausted every legitimate method of celebra- 
tion during the comediau’s “unprecedented sea- 
son” at the Bijou Opera House, it was confident- 
ly expected that the preternatural would be in- 
voked. But it was not. Mr. Rice indignantly 
denied the rumor, and declared that all ho want- 
ed was 5,000 people, two steamers, and Cappa’s 
Seventh Regiment Band. He had no desire for 


the earth. Friends and admirers of. Mr. Dixey 
had been invited to apply at the Fifth-Avenue 
Theatre Thursday night for tickets to go down 
the Bay and meet him. 

Yesterday morning dawned and Pier No. 38 
North River had not been removed by Mr. 
Dixey’s rivals. The Castleton, which had been 
chartored by Mr. Rice, lay alongside the pier. 
At 9 o’clock there were at least 22 people near 
her carrying luncheon baskets and other em- 
blems of excursion. They were all in the sweet- 
est of tempers and prepared to take. possession. 
On board that vessel was a gentleman with au- 
burn locks and a glossy black canister hat. As 
was afterward learned he had been on board since 
5 o'clock. He was very joliy. It wia John A. 
Mackay. 

“Gentlemen,” sai Mr. Mackay tragically to 
the people, while a sunbeam toyed with his di- 
sheveled locks, ‘** come on board and meet Dixey. 
I'm with you. Oh, my friends—brothers I will 
call you, for are we not unitedin a common 
cause—if you did but know how I leved Dixey! 
He and [ are David and Jonathan. I shook 
hands with him last when we left, and I swore 
that I would be the first to welcome him. And 
Iwill.” Shortly after Mr. Rice, looking appro- 
priately excited and characteristically absurd, 
stepped on board, clad in pea green clothes and 
gray gloves. He was followed by the lady who 
Was even more responsible for ‘*‘ Adonis” than 
Mr. Rice—Mr. Dixey’s mother—and a bevy of 
young men and women unknown to fame. 

Mr. Mackay looked mournfully at Mr. Rice, 
who was wondering where the 5,000 people ex- 

vected were, The gentleman finally concluded 
le would go up town and see about some sand- 
wiches and people at the same time. So he 
wended his way up town. He came back at 11 
o'clock with recruits and champagne. About 30 
men on board rushed frantically after the basket 
of wine, and were only dissuaded from relieving 
it of its contents by Mr. Mackay exhorting them 
to think of Dixey. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock the Castleton set off on 
her journey. The other boat had been aban- 
doned. When the Nevada was sighted Mr. Mackay 
became wild with enthusiasm and threw his hat 
overboard. Mr. Dixey looked remarkabiy well. 
He wore gray trousers and a cutaway coat. His 
hat was of the glossiest, his smile of the most 
benign. He said all that Mr. Rice had said, and 
more. **I only regret,’ he concluded, ‘ that 
next season I shall not bein New-York, as I 
should like to have welcomed my English friends 
and treatea them as oe: f treated me. I had a 
splendid time and I shall go back.”

ASKING A SEPARATION. 
4 JEWISH WIFE’S COMPLAINT AGAINST 
HER GENTILE HUSBAND. 

A motion for the payment of alimony in an 
action for limited divorce or separation, insti- 
tuted by Kate W. Spraker against George Sprak- 
ar, was argued yesterday before Justice Andrews 
by Counselor Myer J. Stein, of ex-Recorder James 
M. Smith’s office. The defendant did not appear. 
The plaintiff and defendant were married in 
Brooklyn March 31,1880. She is a pretty Jew- 
ess, and was 16 years of age at the time of the 
marriage. Heisa Gentile, and was 19 years of 
age atthe time. They met atafair in Brooklyn 
and became fascinated with each other. Last 
November Mrs. Spraker gave birth to a baby, 
which has been named Anna Margaret Spraker. 
On May 2 of this year Spraker left his wife and 
child to their own resources, and went to the 
luxurious home of his mother, at Fort Plain, in 
Montgomery County. Spraker at the time of his 
marriage was a bookkeeper in the employ of 
Acker, Merrall & Condit, and received a salary of 
$18 a week, His people at Fort Plain are said to 
be very wealthy, and the town of Spraker’s 
Basin, in Montgomery County, is named after 
them. 

The action for a separation is made upon the 
grounds of cruel andinhuman treatment and 
abandonment. The action was begun on July 
15. Mrs. Spraker sets forth in her complaint 
that since March 15, 1885, Mr. Spraker has been 
a habitual drunkard, and that during his fits of 
drunkenness he has violently assaulted her. On 
Oct. 10, 1885, itis alleged, Spraker struck and 
beat his wife until she was unconscious. On 
Nov. 5, 1885, one day before the birth of their 
child, Spraker blackened her eyes and beat her 
across the breast and arms. On March 15 of 
this year he bit her finger, severing the finger 
nail. Ttis further alleged that he used abusive 
epithets toward her. 

They lived in Brooklyn and afterward in New- 
Jersey. While in New-Jersey Mrs. Spraker had 
Mr. Spraker arrested for abandonment. Then 
she prevailed upon her brother-in-law, Jacob 
Frank, to give security so that her husband 
would not be locked up over night in jail. Mr. 
Spraker lost his position in Acker, Merrall & 
Condit’s establishment, she alleges, because of 
drunkenness. For two years she supported her- 
self by keeping boarders, and during that time 
never received any money from him for clothing 
and other necessaries. Before she married him 
she lived comfortably and happily. Since the 
marriage he mide her life a burden and caused 
her great mental agony and grief. He was cruel to 
her whether drunk or sober, and tafter the birth 
of their child his acts of violence toward her 
were more —— than before. Spraker. in his 
defense, says that his wife condoned his offenses 
against her. He alleges also that she was not 
altogether kind to him, and that on one occasion 
she tore one of his garments. Justice Andrews 
took the papers and reserved his decision.

LABOR AND LABORERS. 

The fight between the Clothing Cutters’ 
Cnion and the Clothing Manufacturers’ Union 
continues. Secretary Geis, of the former organ- 
ization, yesterday received 144 resignations. 
These, he says, are not resignations in good 
faith, but only made to hoodwink the manufact- 


urers and enable the cutters to get back into the 
shops and reorganize their forces. The man- 
ufacturers claim that 247 cutters have left the 
Cutters’ Union. This organization received $200 
from the United Cloak and Suit Cutters’ Union 
yesterday. About 400 tailors have struck in 
order to help the cutters. 

At the request of Dr. Nealis, of the Health 
Board, a batch of the striking plumbers went to 
Mount Sinai Hospital yesterday to finish work 
left uncompleted at the time of the strike. An 
all-day meeting was held at Nilsson Hall, and 
the men were encouraged by a statement that 
eight master plumbers had acceded to their de- 
mands. 

Boys and girls who are filler strippers at Levy 
Brothers’ cigar factory, and who belong to Dis- 
trict Assembly No. 49, Knights of Labor, struck 
for an advance of wages yesterday without the 
authority of the assembly. 

The miscellaneous section of the Central Labor 
Union have adopted a resolution asking unions 
affiliated with them not to meet at Pythagoras 
Hall, recently purchased by the Home Club of 
District Assembly No. 49, Knights of Labor, be- 
cause Ebret’s beer is sold there. Ernest Boehm 
las been elected Secretary of this section of the 
Central Labor Union, and has been notified that 
the hatter’s strike at South Norwalk, Conn., has 
been satisfactorily settled. .The plumbers’, foun- 
drymen’s, and Eighth-avenue car drivers’ unions 
want to know what hatters refuse to close early 
at the request of the Hat Salesmen’s Association, 
jn orders that they may boycott them.

DETERMINED TO RESIST. 
WESTERN UNION DECIDING TO HAVE 
ITS OWN WAY ABOUT WIRES. 

In the graphic English of Dr. Norvin 
Green, the attempt of the Subway Commission 
te “ wipe up the floor” with the Western Union 
Telegraph Company will be stubbornly resisted. 
The Western Union blood is up, and it will soon 
either apply for an injunction restraining the 
Subway Commission from interfering with it in 
the placing of wires either under ground or over- 
head, or it will ask the Commissioner of Public 
Works to designate some person to supervise the 


work of running its wires under ground or over- 
head, and to protect the company from the in- 
terference of the Subway or any other 
commission. It is probable that the com- 
pany will go to the Commissioner of Pub- 
ic Works first. In case of a refusal to grant 
its request the company will then go to the 
courts fora mandamus to compel the Commis- 
sioner to designate a supervisor. In addition, 
the company may take more comprehensive 
legal steps to establish its rights by asking fora 
city ordinance allowing it to put its wires under 
ground in itsown way. If the interference of 
the Subway Commission can be successfully 
staved off until the meeting of the Legislature, 
itis possible thatan attempt will be made to 
legislate the Subway Commission out of ex- 
istence. 

“Up to the time that this obstructing Subway 
Commission got into our way,” said Dr. Green, 
“we had more miles of underground wire laid 
in this city than in any other place in the United 
States. Now Chicago is ahead of ug. In Chicago 
they tried to force the Dorsett system of con- 
duits upon us, but we resisted, and in the end wo. 

sut our wires under ground in our own way. In 

rooklyn the authorities said, ‘Put your wires 
under ground in your own way.’ We are going 
to put our wires under ground in this city, of 
course, and we will do itin ourown way. We 
propose to test the question of our right 
to go under ground right now, without 
reference to the Subway Commission. Our 
contract with the city antedates the Subway 
Commission law. We would not have availed 
ourselves of our right to run wires on the ele- 
vated railroads ifthe Subway Commission had 
let us alone. Workmen are at work on the 
Third-avenue cable to-day making things more 
secure. No attempt has been made to arrest 
them. I don’t think that the police will arrest 
any poor fellow when he is doing merely what 
he’s told todo. The police may tell the work- 
men to quit, but I don’t think that any arrests 
will be made.” 

The attention of Dr. Green was called to the 
refusal of the Subway Commission to allow the 


Western Union Telegraph Company to extend | 


its underground trench on West-street from the 
foot of Dey-street to Pier No. 16 North River. 
“Well,” said he, putting on his hat and pulling 
it well down on his forehead, ‘‘we are going to 
extend that trench all thesame. The Subway 
Commission won't hinder us much. Those sub- 
way people's expert says that our iron conduits 
will rot inthree years. All I’ve got to say to 
that is that most of that West-street iron pipe has 
been in the ground in constant use for 11 years, 
and it is so well preserved that we have no 
thought of replacing it. That’s a sample of their 
expert’s scientific counsel. There is one ques- 
tion at the bottom of all this, and that is whether 
there is any Subway Commission or not. Has 
the Legislature any power to confer such local 
rights? If it has, what are the Commission's 
powers? The Legislature would not dare to 
form a corporation with such power. How can 
the Legislature do indirectly what it cannot do 
directly 1?” 

A meeting of the Directors of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company was held yesterday 
to consider the demand sent them by the Sub- 
way Commission to take down the wires on the 
Third-avenue elevated railroad structure. It 
was decided to fight the matter. Dr, Green said 
that the company would be in no hurry about 
taking down the Third-avenue wires. He ex- 
plained his neglect to ask the Subway Commis- 
sion for permission to put up tbe wires by say- 
ing that the railroad people had told him that 
the Subway Commission was not necessary. A 
letter will be sent to the Subway Commission 
acknowledging the receipt of the demand 
and expressing the company’s views. The 
company was yesterday preparing an attorney's 
brief giving the history of its underground work 
from 1873 up to the present time. Upon this the 
counsel to the company will predicate a renewed 
appeal to the Commissioner of Public Works, to- 
gether with acopy of the ordinance, and cita- 
tions of the company’s rights. 

Work upon the underground conduits in Sixth- 
avenue was pushed forward yesterday at the 
average rate of speed. President Flower, of the 
Subway Commission, was at his homein Water- 
town, N. Y. 

Acting Superintendent Steers has asked the 
Corporation Counsel’s advice in regard to the 
communication of the Subway Commissioners, 
and particularly in relation to the arrest of 
violacors of the sections of law quoted, as he can- 
not determine if such arrests can be made with- 


out a warrant.

A LITTLE- COLLISION. 
BY WHICH THE HUDSON RIVER STEAM- 
ER CATSKILL WAS BADLY CRUSHED. 


The Hudson River steamer Catskill left 
Catskill Tuesday night at 7 o’clock, with 85 
passengers, about half of whom were ladies and 
children, and a good cargo of freight. At 6:30 
o’clock yesterday morning, when she passed the 
foot of Desbrosses-street, heading for her pier at 
Jay-street, she came in collision with the Balti- 
more, of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
bound for Desbrosses-street. The reports of 
how the collision came about vary. That of 
Pilot Phillips is that he warned the people on 
the Catskill to steer so that the Baltimore could 
go ahead of her; that the signal was disregard- 
ed, and that owing to the wind and flood tide 
the collision became unavoidable. Pilot Byron 
Doyle, Capt. Palmer, and others on the Catskill 
say that before there was any danger the Cats- 
kill gave two whistles to assert her right of way, 
and to warn the Baltimore to pass astern of her. 
Capt. Palmer says no notice was taken of this 
signal. The Baltimore struck the Catskill just 
forward of her forward gangway. on the star- 
board side. The blunt nose of the ferryboat 
destroyed 60 feet of woodwork on the Catskill’s 
bow, damaged her timbers to the turn of the 
bilge so that seams were opened and water 

oured into her hold, raised her hog frame, and 

ifted her guards, besides splintering the deck for 
a couple of feet inward from the point of 
collision. The ferryboat was but slight- 
ly damaged, but there was much excite- 
ment and confusion among her 350 
nassengers. No one was hurt, however. 

n the Catskill nearly all the passengers were in 
their staterooms, and few suspected a collision. 
There was no panic and no one was hurt. Sail- 
cloths were got out and placed so as to stop the 
flow of water, the pumps were started, and the 
steamboat ran at full speed to her dock. After 
her passengers were landed the Catskill was 
taken to the dock at Fourth-street, Hoboken, for 
repairs, which will cost from $1,000 to $1,200. 
The Walter Brett took her place last evening. 
The Baltimore was taken off the ferry line dur- 
ing the day, and her place was taken by the 


New-York.

JOHN BAIRD'S SANITY. 

Thomas Baird, the brother of the old 
Scotch engineer, John Baird, whose mental 
capacity is being investigated by a Sheriffs jury, 
testified yesterday that he went to see Dr. Cly- 
mer about his brother. Dr. Clymer did not say 
that his brother was insane. Afterward it was 


determined to get Dr. Allan McLean Hamil- 
ton’s viewsgand the witness asked that this phy- 
sician’s report should be sent to him in Canada. 
The witness said he got a report from Addison 
Baird, but it was hot Dr. Hamilton’s original re- 
port. Areport was read to the witness, taken 
from Dr. Hamilton's decision, which stated that 
John Baird was insane, and laboring under 
chronic mania, having delusions that he was heir 
to the Stewart estate and that his wife was A. T. 
Stewart’s mother. The witness said he conld 
not remember whether it was the same report as 
sent to him. 

James Christie, the attendant of John Baird, 
testified that when Mr. Baird first came to the 
asylum at Flushing stimulants were given him. 
After a time they were given up and then Mr. 
Baird slept better, ate better, and was not so 
talkative. The room in which he slept was the 
only one in the building not locked. The wit- 
ness thought Mr. Baird competent to take care 
of himself and his business. Christie, on cross- 
examination, said he was now employed by Mr. 
Baird. The case will go on this afternoon.

UNITED COUNTY DEMOCRATS. 
RESOLVING TO ASK EDWARD COOPER 
TO GUIDE THEIR COUNCILS. 

The subcommittee of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the County Democracy met last even- 
ing in the New-Amsterdam Club rooms, in 
Twenty-fourth-street. Senator Michael C. Mur- 
phy presided. The following resolutions, offered 
by Fire Commissioner Henry D. Purroy, were 
unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, In order to refute the unfounded state- 
ments which have been circulated to the effect that 
there isin the organization strife as to its future 
management, and in order at the same time to show 
the unbounded confidence which every member of it 
hasin the Hon. Edward Cooper, and the earnest 
hope which one and all entertain that he may be will- 
ing to guide its councils in the present emergency, 

esolved, That the Chairman appoint 100 members 
of the organization, of which the Chairman shall be 
one, to wait upon the Hen. Edward Cooper upon his 
return from Europe, for the purpose of cordially wel- 
coming him home and of expressing to him the 
unanimous desir: of the County Democracy that he 
will consent to again take an active and foremost 
part in the conduct of its affairs. 

The committee recommended to the State 
Committee that Edward Cooper be appointed to 
fill the vacancy in that committee caused by the 
death of Hubert O. Thompson. It is believed 


that Mr. Cooper will arrive in this city in time 
to take part in the State Committee meeting in 
Saratoga next Tuesday. Nothing was done 
in relation to the positions held in the 
State Committee by John Keenan, now 
of Montreal, and . Congressman Nicholas 
Muller, who deserted the County Democracy 
after he was selected by that organization as a 
member of the State Committee. The sub-ex- 
ecutive committeemen said that they had no 
official information that Mr. Keenan is in Canada. 
Mr. Keenan is not dead, nor has he resigned as a 
member of the State Committee. If he was dead 
or had resigned then the committee could rec- 
ommend to the State Committee the appoint- 
ment of some statesman to take Keenan’s place. 
Concerning Congressman Muller’s position Com- 
missioner of Jurors Charles Reilly said that Mr. 
Muller was a square man, “ straight asa string,” 
and as he had been chosen from the County 
Democracy as a member of the State Committee 
he would undoubtedly act in the interests of 
that organization when he appears in Saratoga 
next week. 

The question as to who shall be the leader of 
the County Democracy organization in the Fifth 
Assembly District was settled by the Committee 
on Credentiais. Dr. Philip E. Donlin is the 
lucky man. The Subcommittees on Credentials 
had selected him, and their action was ratitied. 
The opposition forces, headed by William Har- 
ney and James Deignan, acquiesced in the deci- 
sion, and the Fifth District warriors clasped 
hands over flagons of champagne. The Four- 
teenth District troubles are to be settledin the 
district through another primary election. 
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AN IRATE LIQUOR DEALER, 
HIS BARKEEPER ARRESTED AND HE 
HIMSELF FINED. 

The Windsor Garden, a resort in Four- 
teenth-street, near Sixth-avenue, formerly kept 
by Edward Coffee, is now run by Joseph Selling. 
While Coffee was the proprietor he ranit as an 
unlicensed place, as the old Board of Excise re- 
fused to license the place. When Selling became 
the proprietor, about three months ago, he ob- 
tained a license, but the law was violated and it, 
was promptly revoked. Still the business con- 
tinued without the slightest interruption. The 
barkeepers were arrested, but their places were 
supplied. Attempts to arrest another were pre- 
vented by the habitués. 

Late Tuesday night, after two unsuccessful 
visits, Patrolman Eastwood, of the Ninth Pre- 
cinct, entered the place again. Three men were 
drinking champagne, and Augustus Finzel, the 
bartender, who had been arrested twice already, 
was serving out the wine. The vfticer arrested 
Finzel, but the prisoner broke away from him, 
picked up an empty lager-beer keg and threw it 
at the policeman. It knocked him down, but he 
sprang to his feet quickly and succeeded in over- 
hauling his assailant before he left the premises. 
The lights in the place were then put out, and in 
the darkness an attempt was made to rescue the 
prisoner. The policeman held on to the captive 
until assistance arrived, and Finzel was locked 
up. Yesterday morning he was held for trial on 
two charges—for assault on the officer and for 
violating the excise law. 

After the case was disposed of Selling, the 
proprietor of the establishment, forced his way 
to the stand before Justice Smith's desk. He 
was very angry, and in excited tones he com- 

jlained that he was being persecuted and 

arassed by the police. ‘“‘I wantto have some- 
thing to say about this,” he shouted. ‘Iam the 
proprietor of the place, and I am willing to make 
an affidavit that there has been neither wine, 
beer, nor liquor of any kind sold in my place 
since the license was revoked. It cost me $300 
in cash to get my license, and I have been pay- 
ing $50 a month for police protection, and I 
would like to know what more they want a man 
todo.” This speech was interspersed with vul- 
gar and obscene words and oaths, and his disor- 
derly conduct cost him a fine of $10.

A FLEET-FOOTED PRISONER. 
THE HANDCUFF TOO LARGE AND THE 
PURSUERS TOO SLOW. 

Frank Boyd, indicted for grand larceny, 
and Alfred Adams, indicted for assault, were 
handcuffed together in the Tombs yesterday 
morning and piaced in the prison van to be taken 
to the General Sessions to plead to the indict- 
ments. When the vehicle reached the Court 
House Court Officer Patrick O’Brien, who is a 
tall, handsome, athletic young man, and who 
daringly wore a high white hat, followed Boyd 
and Adams up the iron staircase from the street 
to the main floor of the building. It seems that 


while in the van Boyd, who has very small 
hands, had slipped the one handcuffed through 
the iron bracelet, and carried the bracelet in his 
hand without attracting attention. 

When he reached the marble-paved corridor, 
which extends from the Chambers-street en 
trance to the City Hall Park door, Boyd caught a 
glimpse of freedom and made a leap forit. He 
dashed through the hall with headlong speed. 
Officer O’Brien shrieked ‘Stop him!” and De- 
tective Sergeant Philip Reilly, Supply Clerk 
Henry Merzbach, and Counselor Jacob Berlinger, 
who were standing at the entrance to the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, made a break for Boyd. 
The young fellow leaped down the iron staircase 
to the asphalt pavement inthe City Hall Park 
and darted for the corridor of the new Court 
House. Detective Reilly, Clerk Merzbach, and 
Counselor Berlinger were gaining on him, and 
Officer, O’Brien was making desperate efforts 
to keep up. with them. oyd fairl 
flew i1rough the corridor to the Broad- 
way e. He dashed across Broadway heed- 
less of the street cars and other vehicles, 
dodging under horses’ heads, and not stopping 
tosalute the drivers. He quickly made his way to 
Chambers-street, thence to West Broadway, and 
thence nobody seems to know where. His pur- 
suers lost sight of him at West Broadway and 
Chambers-street. Upon Officer O’Brien falls the 
pleasant duty of discovering Boyd’s where- 
abouts, and the officer feels satisfied that within 
a day or two he will arraign Boyd at the bar of 
justice. Boyd is said to be a prominent member 
of the ““Whyo” gang.

SHOOTING FOR PRIZES. 


THE PRESIDENT’S MATCH WON BY A 
MASSACHUSETTS RIFLEMAN, 

The marksmen contesting for the Na- 
tional Rifle Association prizes at Creedmoor, 
who had begun to think they were to have noth- 
ing but cross-range and “ fish-tail” winds through- 
out the meeting, were agreeably surprised at 
the improved shooting weather of yesterday. 
At no time did the wind blow more than six 
miles an hour, and it was a tired sort of wind, 
going to sleep altogetherat times. Thesun, too, 
was veiled with clouds, and did not once make 
its appearance. Atno time since the meeting 
began has Creedmoor presented such an ani- 
mated scene. Two 200-yard ranges, the 300, and 


the 500 were in use from the time John Thomson 
ground the hand-organ fog horn in the morning 
until its dismal note at 5 o’clock gave warning 
to stop, and at the extreme right of the field the 
25-yard pistol range was a lively place. In con- 
sequence Lieut. Zalinski was in the saddle 
all the time, and his Adjutant, Col. Bridge, 
spurred his red steed—which he fondly addresses 
as Amiel—about until it seemed as if there were 
red horses all over the fleld. The range officers 
for the day were Capt. Babcock, of the Thir- 
teenth Regiment; Capt. Holmes, of the Twenty- 
third, and Capt. De Forest, of the Twelfth. 

One of the most interesting matches on the 
programme was shot yesterday, the President’s 
match for the military championship of the 
United States. This match is divided cose two 
stages. The first is shot over ranges of 200 and 
500 yards, seven shots at each distance, and the 
second over a range of 600 yards. Itis open to 
all members of the Army, Navy, and Marine 
Corps of the United States or the National Guard 
of any State. There are 23 prizes in the first 
stage—a first of $25, second, $20; third, $15; 
10 of $10, and 10 of $5 each. The rifies 
to be used are the Remington State model, 
or Springfield 45-calibre, three-grooved and 
chambered for 21-10-inch shell. The compet- 
itors in the second stage are the prize winners of 
the first. They are allowed 10 shots in any po- 
sition, using the same model as in the first stage, 
the Remington State rifle receiving one point 
allowance. The contestant making the highest 
aggregate score in both stages is awarded the 
mi renee championship of America for one year 
and $25 in cash. M. W. Bull, of the Second Mas- 
sachusetts Regiment, captured the title of cham- 
pion yesterday, with the score of 32 over the 
Feld range, 32 over the 500, making a total 
of 64 out of a possible 70 in the first stage, and 
44 out of a possible 50 in the second stage, 
a total of 108 out of a possible 120. 
Bull was close pressed by Capt. Hinman, 
Inspector of Rifie Practice of the First Brigade of 
Massachusetts, who scored 66 points in the first 
stage, but only 42 in the second, making the 
same number of points as Bull. The better ree- 
ord on the long range, however, gave the match 
to Bull. Other good records in this match were 
made by M. W. Daulton, of the First Massachu- 
setts, who scored, over the short range, 63; John 
Corrie, of the regulars, 63; L. J. Elliott, of the 
Twenty-third New-York, 62; Inspector-General 
C, IF’. Robbins, of New-York; C. C. Foster, of the 
First Cadets, Massachusetts; John B. Osborn, of 
the Second Massachusetts; 8. C. Pirie, of the 
Twenty-third New-York, and F. R. Bull, of the 
Second Massachusetts, who each scored 61. Over 
the short ranges 58 was the lowest score made. In 
the second stage L. J. Elliott and F. R. Bull 
scored 43; L. A. Van Tassell and Capt. Hinman, 
42; James McNevin and Martin Doolan, 41, and 
T. J. Dolan, 8. C. Pirie, and C. C. Foster, 40, 

The Judd match was won by W. M. Farrow, of 
the Newport Artillery, who tied Capt. Ezra De 
Forest at 66 out ofa —— 70, and won the 
shoot-off. B. R. Spellman, of the Tenth Battal- 
ion, of Albany; J. F. Klein, of the Seventeenth 
Separate Company. of Flushing, and G. B.
